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THE NORTHWEST TERRITORY SESQUICENTENNIAL

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Northwest Territory covered all of the modern states of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan, and 
as well as the northeastern part of Minnesota. The area covered more than 260,000 square miles. 


In January, 2008 I wrote an article in Bunyan’s Chips about the Northwest Territory Sesquicentennial. Member Jeff Bercovitz told 
me during the ANA convention that he would be interested in putting together an exhibit about the sesquicentennial wooden nickels that 
were issued in 1938. He also asked if there was any coordinated effort by the counties and cities to issue the woods since the designs of 
many of them are similar. This article will cover the history of the Northwest Territory and the issuances of wooden nickels in 1938, the 
year of the Northwest Territory Sesquicentennial. 


HISTORY 


Exploration and Early Settlement 

Men from New France began to penetrate this rich fur country in the 17th cent.; in 1634, the French explorer Jean Nicolet became 
the first to enter the region. He was followed by explorers and traders — Radisson and Groseilliers, Duluth, La Salle, Jolliet, Perrot, and 
Cadillac — as well as by missionaries such as Jogues, Dablon, and Marquette. The Great Lakes region was controlled by a few widely 
scattered French posts, such as Kaskaskia, Vincennes, Prairie du Chien, and Green Bay; links were established between the Northwest 
setdements and those in French Louisiana (St. Louis, New Orleans). The two chief posts of the Old Northwest were Detroit and Mackinac 
(Michilimackinac), but French influence spread among the Native American groups east to the Iroquois country. 

In the 18 th century the Northwest was coveted not only by the British colonists in Canada, but also by those in the American 
seaboard colonies, who organized the Ohio Company in 1747 for the purpose of extending the Virginia settlements westward. At the same 
time, the French sought to strengthen their hold on the Northwest by building forts. The clash of British and French interests culminated 
in the expedition led by George Washington that resulted in the loss of Fort Necessity and the outbreak of the last of the French and 
Indian Wars. The wars ended in 1763 with the Treaty of Paris, by which the British obtained Canada and the Old Northwest. 

British Rule 

Almost immediately after the British acquired the region, Pontiac, an Ottawa chief, led an uprising against them (see Pontiac's 
Rebellion). The Ottawa were somewhat appeased by the British Proclamation of 1763 that closed the region W of the Allegheny Mts. to 
white setdement in an attempt to protect the Native American fur trade and lands; yet this action caused resentment among the American 
frontiersmen and contributed to the American Revolution. The mysterious machinations of Robert Rogers, an American frontiersman, 
further endangered the British hold on the Old Northwest. During the Revolutionary War, an expedition led by the American general 
George Rogers Clark penetrated deep into the region in 1778—79, in one of the most daring and valuable exploits of the war. 

An American Territory 

The Old Northwest became U.S. territory in 1783 by the Treaty of Paris ending the Revolution and soon was one of the most 
pressing problems before the U.S. Congress. The four so-called landed states — Virginia, Massachusetts, New York, and Connecticut — 
claimed portions of the Old Northwest, while states with no western land claims, especially Maryland, argued that if the claims of the 
landed states were recognized, the wealth and population of the other states would be attracted to the western lands. The final solution was

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the cession of all the lands to the U.S. government, which was thus greatly strengthened; New York made its cession in 1780, Virginia in 
1784, Massachusetts in 1785, and Connecticut in 1786. Two reserves were kept, the Virginia Military District and the Connecticut Western 
Reserve in Ohio. The Ordinance of 1785 established the Township System for surveying, which used a rectangular grid system in order to 
divide the land. 

The Allegheny and Monongahela Rivers form the Ohio River at what is now Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania and at this site an outpost 
known as Fort Duquesne, later Fort Pitt, was established to protect early travelers. The only means of fording the rivers was by ferry at 
Symmerals Ferry near the fort. From this point in 1788 the expeditions of men and provisions by flat boats began down the Ohio to a 
point near Marietta where an overland trail took settlers west. 

It was a period of war and turmoil. The Indians resented the invasion of their lands and the French, seeing an opportunity to regain 
their prestige in the new world allied themselves with the Indians and many wars were fought over the land involving the French, Indians, 
Americans, British, and mercenaries from Spain, Portugal and left over Hessians from the Revolution. The Treaty of Greenville was signed 
at Fort Greenville (now Greenville, Ohio) on August 3, 1795 between a eolation of Indians and the United States. It put an end to the 
Northwest Indian War. The United States was represented by General Anthony Wayne, who defeated the Native Americans and razed 
their villages a year earlier at Fallen Timbers, just south of Toledo, Ohio. In exchange for goods such as blankets, utensils and domestic 
animals with a value of $20,000 the Indians turned over to the United States large parts of modern-day Ohio, the future site of Chicago and 
the Fort Detroit area. 

In 1938 many counties and cities issued wooden money commemorating the Northwest Territory Sesquicentennial. These pieces 
were rectangular flat, round, and even octagonal in shape depending on the desires of those issuing them. The colors were many, making 
them perhaps the most colorful of any single commemorative series. 

WOODEN NICKELS 

No other event in American history, except for the U.S. bicentennial, brought forth more issues of wooden money than the 
commemoration of the 150 th Anniversary of the Northwest Territory. Wooden nickels were issued in 23 locations. 
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I researched the Northwest Territory Sesquicentennial extensively on the internet and did not find any articles which specifically 
addressed any of the celebrations. It appears that the only information we have to go on is the information that is printed on the wooden 
money itself, although additional information is possibly available in newspaper archives in the cities and state historical societies. It is 
interesting that many of the wooden nickels have similar designs and their printing may have been coordinated. With that in mind, I will list 
each of the issuances by date. (Note that these dates are the dates of the celebration or, if this is not printed on the wood, the last date that 
the wooden nickels could be redeemed.) 

April 6-10 and July 13-17: Marietta, Ohio - 18 wooden flats — 5^ blue, green, red, brown, orange, orange/green with large red numbers, the 
same colors with small red numbers, and the same colors with small blue numbers on the flats. In addition, there were 12 wooden 
2V2 C£ rounds - 5^ black, blue, blue-red, green, brown, orange with 13 stars and the same colors with 23 stars that were redeemable until 
July 18. 

May 1-2: Richland County (Mansfield), Ohio - 4 wooden flats — 5^ series A (green), B (orange), C (blue), D (brown).

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May 3: Mt. Vernon, Ohio — 1 wooden flat -50 green 

May 7-8: Columbus, Ohio — 3 wooden flats - 50 orange/blue and gray/ blue with block “No.” and gray/blue without serial 
numbers. 

May 7-10: Ross County (Chillicothe), Ohio - 5 wooden flats - 50 Series B (green), C (red), D (purple), E (brown), F (green/rose). 

No series A series exists. 

May 9: Circleville, Ohio — 2 wooden flats - 50 green, orange. 

May 10 — October 1: Norwood, Ohio - 3 wooden flats - 50 orange/green, one with block “No.”, one with script “No”, and one without 
the prefix. 

May 11: Fayette County (Washington Court House), Ohio — 2 wooden flats - 50 green with numbers, without numbers. 

May 12-15: Springfield, Ohio — 3 wooden flats - 50 blue, green, red. (A side note to these woods is that the building custodian 

got possession of the excess pieces that were not sold. He gave them out to Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts and various youth clubs. If one of 
these youngsters presented him a Wooden Nickel downtown, he would buy them an ice cream cone. There were several bundles of 
these pieces stored in his home basement. He found out years later that termites had eaten them. 

May 13: Logan County (Belle fontaine), Ohio - 3 wooden flats - 50 black, blue, green. 

May 20: Plymouth, Indiana - 10 wooden flats -50 blue /yellow, blue/ orange, brown/yellow, brown/ orange, green/yellow, 
green/ orange, maroon/ yellow, maroon/ orange, silver/ yellow, silver/ orange 

June 26-July 4: Warren, Ohio - 6 wooden flats - 50 black/ green, 100 blue/green, 250 red/ green, with “No.” prefix and “A” prefix. 

September 16-20: Muncie, Indiana - 6 cardboard flats - 50 blue, green, red, maroon and purple. 

September 21: Ft. Recovery, Ohio — 1 wooden 2 V 2 ” round - 50 green 

September 23: Greenville, Ohio - 6 wooden 2 3 / 8 ” rounds - 50 black, green, red, purple, orange, brown. There was also a 10” x 10” 
sheet showing the obverse of the above listed pieces plus the reverse of all pieces in gold. 

September 23: Lima, Ohio - 1 wooden flat - 50 red/green 

September 30: Hamilton, Ohio - 5 wooden flats - 50 red/blue, blue/red with block “No.”, red/blue, blue/red with script “No”, 
blue/ red without prefix. 

October 2-4: Cincinnati, Ohio - There were 42 wooden flats, each having 2 colors. All were 50 with one set bearing a so-called thick 

5 and a set bearing a so-called thin 5. Then again they were identified as having a block “No.” or a script “No” preceding the serial 
numbers, plus some which did not have serial numbers. In 1943, 38 more issues of those described above were re-issued and stamped 
“I Am an American Day”. In all, 80 different pieces complete this series. 

October 2-6: Portsmouth, Ohio - 10 wooden flats - 50 Series A (green/black), B (red/black), C (blue/black), D (maroon/black), 

E (pink). These were issued in both horizontal and vertical grain, with the vertical grain breaking more easily and is more difficult to 
obtain. 

October 4: Georgetown, Ohio - 7 wooden flats - 50 black/black, black/ green, green/ green, green/black, red/red, red/green, 
green/red. 

October 7: Jackson, Ohio - 1 wooden flat - 50 red/blue 

October 10: Gallipolis, Ohio, 1 paper 2Vi” round - 50 silver 

Undated: Piqua, Ohio — a set of 13 round 2 Vs” woods , 50 each, in various colors and borders, a 2 nd set consists of 2 octagon shaped 2 Vs” 
Woods, no value, in various colors and borders. The octagon shaped woods are thicker and more difficult to obtain. 


“UNTIED” STATES OF AMERICA

Collectors over the years have asked me repeatedly if I had noticed the “Untied” States of America on some wooden nickels from the 
late 1940’s and early 1950’s. (They also asked if the printer didn’t have competent people to check on spelling, among other questions.) 
Here’s the answer. No, they didn’t mis-spell “UNTIED” Sates. 

In 1948 a company known as the Fun ‘N Magic Shop, also known as the Elbee Company, was founded in San Antonio, Texas by Louis 
Berkie. His main business was selling magic tricks and novelty items but he also started printing wooden nickels on presses that were built 
in 1885. 

About 1990 the Elbee Co. moved from the 6 th floor loft at Broadway and 4 th Street to a stand alone building at Broadway and 6 th . That 
was some move. The old rickety elevator wasn't rated for the weight of the printing presses, so after each one was pushed into the elevator, 
one person went down stairs and pressed the elevator button to call the car down. Then the presses were pushed on carts down Broadway 
for 2 blocks to the new location. 

In July, 1995 Herb Hornung bought the ‘wooden nickel’ part of the Elbee Company and renamed it “The Old Time Wooden Nickel 
Company”. He moved it to Ft. Sam Houston and, a couple years after that, moved it to its current location which is located at the Wooden 
Nickel Building, 345 Old Austin Road, San Antonio, TX 78209. 

The Old Time Wooden Nickel Company still uses the original 1885 printing presses for the printing of its single color wooden nickels. 
(A video of the printing process, which shows the printing presses in operation, can be seen at 
http://www.youtube.com/watch?v=EbZhkAgMgZQ. Note: while watching the movie I noticed that the printing press can print 6 
different wooden nickels at the same time.) The firm has modernized its operations to include automatic feeders and controls on the old

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presses and color laser printers for multi-color wooden nickels. The firm prints over 6 million wooden nickels each and every year for 
customers around the world. 

I visited the Old Time Wooden Nickel Company back, I think, in 1994. Herb gave me the run of the place and I delved into the 
warehouse that held over 2,000,000 wooden nickels. I came away with over 650 official and semi-official wooden nickels. Each night Herb 
took me out for a steak dinner and we became close friends. About a year and a half later Herb passed away and it is now owned by family 
members. 

So now you have the history of the Elbee Company and the Old Time Wooden Nickel Company. But what about the 'Untied 7 States of 
America? Here’s the answer. When Louis Berkie started printing wooden nickels he thought that the phrase, TJnited States of America’, 
was copyrighted so he printed TJntied States of America’ on the wooden nickels. It was soon brought to his attention that this was not 
copyrighted, so he began printing the correct phrase. If you are lucky enough to own an Untied’ States of America wooden nickel you are 
truly lucky to have a wood that is almost 70 years old.

DOWN UNDER WOODS GO FOR HIGH PRICES 
by IOWMC member Judy Blackman 
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My many hobby memberships include being a long-standing member of the Australian Numismatic Society. As a member, 
I enjoy the benefit of participating in the ‘ members only on-line auctions 3-4 times a year. Dec. 19, 2015, Auction 31 (with 
a closing date of 1 1 th of January 2016, the same date as the first ANS membership meeting of 2016) has Lot 1 - ANS 
100 th Meeting Brisbane branch wooden token with a Reserve of $200; and, Lot 2 - ANS Cook Brisbane 1970 wooden 
token with a Reserve of $80. This is the first time in all my years belonging to ANS that I’ve ever seen any woods in the 
auctions and I was stunned by the reserve prices. 

Now each ANS member (me included) just received the Medals of the Australian Numismatic Society 1913-2013 Concise 
Edition by John W. Cook, A.F.A.N.S. (the full detailed edition is available to members for $50AUD plus shipping).

When I questioned Rod Sell, Treasurer / Auction Chair about the high reserves, he said “The 100 th meeting 1971 wood is 
very rare. This is the first time it has come up for auction. Their value is they are ANS Old pieces issued 40 plus years 
ago, that everyone outside of Queensland at the time, is missing. I have sold a few of the Captain Cook pieces in ANS 
auctions, and they go for over the $100 mark and there was only 150 produced. The last one I sold went for $190 with 3 
members bidding aggressively. The 1971 had only 33 produced, and I expect it will exceed the $200 reserve, although 
that’s a bit high for me, but I would like to add this to my collection. I am loath to pay more than $100 for the wood. I do 
think it will sell at the Jan. 1 1 th evening meeting, as many collectors are missing it, and for some, money is not a problem.” 

The most I’ve ever seen any wood in North America sell for was $100, but that was a $100 redeemable limited edition 
wood, that can still be used today. The other times, usually $25 (and a few $50) are the limit I’ve ever noticed. These 
prices for the ANS woods simply ‘blow my mind’, and I don’t think I could get myself to pay that for beech wood, but I 
would for .999 fine silver!! 

Now ironically, when I sent the first draft of this article to Darrell Luedtke, he contacted me a short while later to advise he 
had a group of 13 Australia woods and discovered it contains 2 of the James Cook wood shown above, and came with the 
slip, as shown on the next page, which reads: “Souvenir Token - With compliments from the Brisbane Branch of the 
Australian Numismatic Society, on the occasion of their James Cook Bicentenary Display, 12 th September 1970. This 
token is made of Queensland Beech wood and is similar to the ‘Wooden Nickel’ used in America as an advertising 
medium.”

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Now on January 1 1 th , 2016, Rod Sell of ANS contacted me to advise which lots I was successful in after the closing of the 
auction at the ANS meeting. At the same time, he sent a link to members to see what the lots hammered down at. Rod 
said, “The winner Tony Dalton, did mention it was a ridiculous amount to spend, but he wanted the item. The same for the 
under-bidder. I expected another member to bid for it at the auction, but he already had one. So that is 2 that we know, 
still exist.” 


As you can see, the 100 th MEETING wood went for $400, 
and the Cook 1970 wood (which Darrell has 2 of) for $110. 
After reviewing the ANS auction results, Darrell shared, 
“Let’s see, $400 for a coin club wood for their 100 th meeting, 
for which there were 33 produced in 1971, and $110 for a 
coin club wood celebrating the Bicentenary of the James 
Cook Coin Exhibition, for which there were 150 produced in 
1970. These are only 40+ years old. We only have a 
couple of U.S. wooden nickels that would reach that plateau 
and those would be the first issues of wooden money in 
Tenino in December, 1931, for which I’ve seen a price of 
$600 a couple years ago. The Aussies must be a little nuts. 
Either that or really avid numismatists. Maybe we ought to 
think about what the 2 woods that I have are worth since 
there are bidders that didn’t get the Brisbane woods but still 
bid in the hundreds.” 

As an ANS member, I can share that having a complete set 
of the society’s medals is a big deal for the members, and 
these are the only woods ever issue by the society and they 
are referred to as medal the same as the others (which are 
made of metals, not beech).

NUMISMATIC NEWS ARTICLE 

Question: Are there any wooden tokens from the United States denominated in a foreign currency? 

Answer: The wooden nickels and dimes issued in Holland, Michigan show “Een” (one) guilder and “Twee” (two) guilders.

THE BUOKER FAMILY STORY by Judy K. M. Blackman 

(Edited for content and space by Darrell Luedtke) 
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What can a slew of Buoker woods tell you? The last known address for Mr. & Mrs. Buoker was Ohio Veterans Home (427 -bed 
nursing home facility for special care of veterans with dementia and Alzheimer’s), 1009 Castalia, Bellevue, Ohio 44811 U.S.A. Prior 
to that it was a family-owned home from Nov. 1988 to late 1990s. This facility opened in 1888 to care for veterans of the Civil War. 
But they actually lived in 8 other places per the woods that they printed. Robert (Bob) Eugene Buoker (October 20, 1911 — 2000) on 
May 30th, 1939, wed Pearl Luetta Barnard (May 26, 1915-2007). They were in their 61st year of wedded bliss when Bob passed 
away. The picture is from the family album of Pearl and Bob in their later years. Bob was in the U.S. Army 1942 — 1946. He was a 1st 
Sergeant when he was honorably discharged. This picture of the couple is from the 1940s, the other is Pearl before she became Mrs. 
Buoker. Bob passed away in Erie (Ohio) in 2000. Pearl (aka Mrs. Santa Claus, Mrs. Heart, Mrs. Clown, Mrs. St. Patrick) passed away 
in Sandusky (Ohio), her birthplace. Bob said, “If you wish to remember me, do it with a kind deed or word.” Bob was a World War II 
Veteran (both theatres) - Army Medic, Private to 1st Sergeant. He was also an Internal Revenue Agent, Comptroller, Accountant, and 
scholar. 

Pearl and Robert issued both round and flat woods. However, I have not gone through my flats yet, just finish reviewing the 
rounds. Both were on the IOWMC roster, and Pearl was R2029. They were also members of the Penn-Ohio Wooden Money 
Collectors. 

Truly this couple was very much involved in the community and enjoyed entertaining young and old. They had a long tradition of 
issuing woods! 
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Editor’s note: I did not reproduce all of the woods that Judy had scanned and submitted. If my recollection is correct, the 
Buokers printed and distributed over 60 different wooden nickels over the years. Back in 2007, as editor of Bunyan’s 
Chips, Pearl Buoker and I used to write to each other monthly. She was an avid fan of “find a word” puzzles, as some of 
her woods attest to. She quite often submitted ‘find a word’ puzzles that were included in Bunyan’s Chips.

KELOWNA, BRITISH COLUMBIA

Kelowna is a city on Okanagan Lake in the Okanagan Valley, in the southern interior of British Columbia, Canada. Its 
name derives from an Okanagan language term for "grizzly bear". 

Father Charles M. Pandosy, a French Roman Catholic Oblate missionary, arriving in 1859 was the first European to 
settle at Kelowna, a place named "L'anse au sable" (Bay of Sand) in reference to the sandy shoreline. Kelowna was 
officially incorporated on 4 May 1905. In May 2005, Kelowna celebrated its Centennial. In the same year, new five lane 
William R. Bennett Bridge began construction to replace the three lane Okanagan Lake Bridge. It was part of a plan to 
alleviate traffic problems experienced during the summer tourist season, when the influx of tourists adds to the commuters 
between West Kelowna and Kelowna. The new bridge was completed in 2008. 

On 6 August 1969 a sonic boom from a nearby air show produced an expensive broken glass bill of a quarter million 
dollars while at least 6 people were injured. The incident was caused by a member of America's Blue Angels during a 
practice routine for the Kelowna Regatta festival: He accidentally went through the sound barrier while flying too low. 

The winter of 1986 was the last time that the Lake completely froze over. The Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police helicopter successfully rescued an SUV that had tried to drive across the Lake and fell through the ice. 

The climate of Kelowna is humid continental, with dry, hot and sunny summers, cold, cloudy winters and four seasons. 
Because the summers are dry and hot, the city has had many forest fires in the mountains surrounding it, some burning 
down to suburban homes. The moderating effects of Okanagan Lake combined with mountains separating most of BC 
from the prairies moderates the winter climate, but Arctic air masses do occasionally penetrate the valley during winter, 
usually for very short periods. The coldest recorded temperature in the city was -33.0 °F recorded on 30 December 1968. 
While some smaller communities get less wind, Kelowna has the greatest percentage of "calm" wind observations for any 
major city in Canada (39% of the time). 

The service industry employs the most people in Kelowna, the largest city in the tourist-oriented Okanagan Valley. In 
summer, boating, golf, hiking and biking are popular, and in winter, both Alpine skiing and Nordic skiing are favorite 
activities at the nearby Big White and Silver Star ski resorts. 

Kelowna produces wines that have received international recognition. Vineyards are common around and south of the 
city where the climate is ideal for the many wineries. At least two major wineries were damaged or destroyed (now rebuilt) 
in 2003 due to the Okanagan Mountain Park Fire. Kelowna is also the home of Sun-Rype, a popular manufacturer of fruit 
bars and juices. 

In 2012, Kelowna had the highest reported crime rate in Canada, 8,875 per 100,000, although the majority of this is 
attributable to gangs more prominent in the Greater Vancouver Area. Most crime in Kelowna is non-violent property crime 
and it has been in general decline since. 

For years, only one major highway passed through the city of Kelowna: Highway 97. The road itself is good, but its 
connections to all points east and west in the province were only managed by using the slow, curving Trans Canada 
Highway and the Crowsnest Highway. In 1986, in time for the opening of Expo 86, a new freeway was built into the BC 
interior, eliminating over two hours of travel time between the Coast and the interior. This freeway, starting in Hope, is 
known as the Coquihalla Highway. (Editor’s note: If you have cable TV and watch the Weather Channel, you are familiar 
with the Coquihalla Highway in the program “Highway Through Hell”.) 

David Byard, a new IOWMC member, lives in Kelowna, which is the third largest metropolitan area in the province and 
ranks as the 22 nd largest in Canada, with a population of 179,839 in 2011 making it the largest inland city in British 
Columbia. 
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LOUISVILLE, KENTUCKY

The history of Louisville spans hundreds of years, and has been influenced by the area's geography and location. The 
rapids at the Falls of the Ohio created a barrier to river travel, and as a result, settlements grew up at this stopping point. 
The first European settlement in the vicinity of modern-day Louisville was on Corn Island in 1778 by Col. George Rogers 
Clark, credited as the founder of Louisville. Two years later, in 1780, the Virginia General Assembly approved the town 
charter of Louisville. The city was named in honor of King Louis XVI of France, whose soldiers were then aiding 
Americans in the Revolutionary War. Early residents lived in forts to protect themselves from Indian raids, but moved out 
by the late 1780s. In 1803, explorers Meriwether Lewis and William Clark organized their expedition across America in the 
town of Clarksville, Indiana at the present-day Falls of the Ohio opposite Louisville, Kentucky. 

The city's early growth was influenced by the fact that river boats had to be unloaded and moved downriver before 
reaching the falls. By 1828, the population had swelled to 7,000 and Louisville became an incorporated city. The city grew 
rapidly in its formative years. Louisville was a major shipping port and slaves worked in a variety of associated trades. The 
city was often a point of escape for slaves to the north, as Indiana was a free state. 

During the Civil War, Louisville was a major stronghold of Union forces, which kept Kentucky firmly in the Union. It was 
the center of planning, supplies, recruiting, and transportation for numerous campaigns, especially in the Western 
Theater. By the end of the war, Louisville had not been attacked, although skirmishes and battles, including the battles 
of Perryville and Corydon, took place nearby. After Reconstruction, returning Confederate veterans largely took political 
control of the city, leading to the jibe that Louisville joined the Confederacy after the war was over. 

The first Kentucky Derby was held on May 17, 1875, at the Louisville Jockey Club track (later renamed Churchill 
Downs). The Derby was originally shepherded by Meriwether Lewis Clark Jr., the grandson of William Clark of the Lewis 
and Clark Expedition, and grandnephew of the city's founder George Rogers Clark. Horse racing had a strong tradition in 
Kentucky, whose Inner Bluegrass Region had been a center of breeding high-quality livestock throughout the 19th 
century. Ten thousand spectators watched the first Derby, which Aristides won. 

On March 27, 1 890, the city was devastated and its downtown nearly destroyed when an F4 tornado tore through as 
part of the middle Mississippi Valley tornado outbreak. An estimated 74 to 120 people were killed. 

Throughout January 1937, 19.17 inches of rain fell in Louisville, and by January 27, the Ohio River crested at a record 
57.15 feet, almost 30 feet above flood stage. These events triggered the “Great Flood of 1937”, which lasted into early 
February. The flood submerged 60-70% of the city, caused complete loss of power for four days, and forced the 
evacuation of 175,000 or 230,000 residents, depending on sources. Ninety people died as a result of the flood. It led to 
dramatic changes in where residents lived. Today, the city is protected by numerous flood walls. After the flood, the areas 
of high elevation in the eastern part of the city had decades of residential growth. 

Louisville was a center for factory war production during World War II. In May 1942, the U.S. government assigned the 
Curtiss-W right Aircraft Company, a war plant located at Louisville's air field, for wartime aircraft production. The factory 
produced the C-46 Commando cargo plane, among other aircraft. In 1946, the factory was sold to International Harvester, 
which began large-scale production of tractors and agricultural equipment. 

Similar to many other older American cities, Louisville began to experience a movement of people and businesses to 
the suburbs in the 1960s and 1970s. Middle class residents used newly built freeways and interstate highways to 
commute to work, moving into more distant but newer housing. Because of tax laws, businesses found it cheaper to build 
new rather than renovate older buildings. Economic changes included a decline in local manufacturing. The West End and 
older areas of the South End, in particular, began to decline economically as many local factories closed. 

In 1974, a major (F4) tornado hit Louisville as part of the 1974 Super Outbreak of tornadoes that struck 13 states. It 
covered 21 miles and destroyed several hundred homes in the Louisville area. Only two people died. 

Since the 1980s, many of the city's urban neighborhoods have been revitalized into areas popular with young 
professionals and college students. The greatest change has occurred along the Bardstown Road/Baxter Avenue and 
Frankfort Avenue corridors as well as the Old Louisville neighborhood. In recent years, such change has also occurred in 
the East Market District. 

Since the late 1990s, Downtown has experienced significant residential, tourist and retail growth, including the addition 
of major sports complexes KFC Yum! Center and Louisville Slugger Field, conversion of waterfront industrial sites into 
Waterfront Park, openings of varied museums, and the refurbishing of the former Galleria into the bustling entertainment 
complex Fourth Street Live!, which opened in 2004. Since 2003, Louisville's borders have been coterminous with those of 
Jefferson County because of a city-county merger. The official name of this consolidated city-county government is 
the Louisville/Jefferson County Metro Government, abbreviated to Louisville Metro. 

The city's architecture contains a blend of old and new. The Old Louisville neighborhood is the largest historic 
preservation district solely featuring Victorian homes and buildings in the United States; it is also the third-largest such 
district overall. Many modern skyscrapers are located downtown. 

Neal Harmon, a new IOWMC member, lives in Louisville, which has a population of 760,026. Louisville issued one 
official wooden in 1974 for its Main Street Summer Festival. Semi-official woods were issued in 1976 (US Bicentennial), 
1976 (102 nd Kentucky Derby) and 1989 (State Fair). 
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The above piece of Tenino wooden nickel was sold on eBay on January 27, 2016 for $154.60. This is a previously 
undocumented wood. The issue date is unknown. Note that it is a wooden nickel. If it was issued prior to January, 1933 
when Blaine issued its wooden nickel, then this is the first wooden nickel, not the Blaine wood.. 


Warren County, in the Vale of Shenandoah, is small in area, but magnificent in historical lore. John Lederer, a 
Franciscan monk, who was commissioned by Charles II to explore that part of Virginia then called "the far west" passed 
through Manassas Gap into the Shenandoah Valley near Front Royal in 1670, forty years before Spotswood and his 
romantic Knights of the Golden Horseshoe watered their horses in the "Euphrates River" of this Garden of Eden. Sixty- 
three years later came the first settler in the area now constituting Warren, Robert McKay, a Quaker, who came into the 
Valley with Joist Hite's renowned party in 1733. 

In 1836 Warren County was created with 226 square miles taken from Shenandoah and Frederick counties, and 
named for General Joseph Warren, a talented physician of Massachusetts, who was energetic in the cause of the 
colonies, and by whose orders Paul Revere set out on his celebrated midnight ride. 

Kercheval and Howe speak of two caves near Front Royal, one of which was visited and explored by the celebrated 
John Randolph. In Allen' Cave, "a weird realm of wonder" many an old-fashioned square dance took place in anti-bellum 
days. 

Many respectable families had settled around it; a new name - FRONT ROYAL was adopted - and the town was 
formally incorporated in 1788. In the martial sixties, 572 of Warren's sons went out to battle under the Stars and Bars. 
Company E of the 7 th Virginia Regiment became the nucleus of the reputed Laurel Brigade. During the war, Warren was 
crossed and re-crossed by the contending armies, and over its verdant fields much of "Stonewall Jackson's Way" was 
measured to fame. Belle Boyd, the famous Confederate spy, sometimes used Front Royal as the base of her operations, 
and the battle of Front Royal in May, 18629 is chiefly remembered for one of her daring escapades. She hid under the 
stairs of the cottage used as headquarters by the Federal Colonel J. R. Kenly, and overheard valuable information which 
she carried to Jackson, who utilized it to win a complete victory. 

(Editor’s addendum. Front Royal, originally settled in 1754 under the name LeHewtown, had been known to European 
explorers as early as the 1670s, and the nearby settlement of Chester's Ferry was in existence by 1736. The town also 
had a well-known nickname by the 1790s, "Helltown," due to the many livestock wranglers and boatmen on the 
Shenandoah coming through the area, who came into town looking for alcohol. It was incorporated as "Front Royal" in 
1788. In 1936 Front Royal issued 2 flat wooden nickels, 50 and 100, to commemorate the centennial of Warren County, of 
which Front Royal is the county seat. These woods are very hard to find and are quite valuable.)

(Editor’s note: I had filed this article away but something came to light recently that brings this back to the front burner, as 
describe at the end of the article.) 

Imagine. Your funeral services are over, with many flowers and heartfelt condolences. Your family and friends spoke highly 
of you. Many applauded your commitment to family, your fine work ethic and your devotion to God. Some spoke about your 
enjoyment of coin collecting. A few weeks have gone by and now your spouse has started to get calls from your coin collecting 
friends and acquaintances, as well as auction houses. Gee, she (not meant to assume that only men collect coins) is a little 
uncertain. Just what were you collecting? What made people inquire about how they could help her sell them? 

“Them?” She thinks she knows where "they" are kept. All of them? Maybe? But what to do with them? 

She isn't sure if you had plans. But then you didn't think that you would need to do something right now. You weren't ready to 
leave yet. 

The terminology is so foreign to her: coppers, half cents, large cents, half eagles, Shield nickels, Standing Liberty, and "Grey 
Sheet." Why are the callers so interested? To whom should she turn for advice? She is still grieving and the callers always 
mention, "Perhaps I can be of assistance." 

Isn't it time for you to share with your spouse the important information regarding your collection? Where is it stored? Where 
are the keys to the safety deposit box? She is a signer, isn't she? Is it insured? Have you prepared an inventory list with 
description, grade, price paid, when purchased and today's value? Perhaps you wanted it to be appraised professionally and 
then divided among your heirs. Which friend, dealer, or auction house should she contact? And which should she stay clear of? 
If it goes to auction, what is the procedure and what should she expect to be paid? 

Please encourage your spouse to attend coin conventions with you. When there are classes on topics such as "Introduction to 
Coin Collecting" or "Grading," encourage her to attend. 

I was the only woman in the room of 50 people at a recent "Intro to Grading Coppers" seminar" conducted by Doug Bird and Steve 
Carr. Where were the other spouses? I couldn't be the only spouse interested in the assets of one's household. 

Coin conventions are usually planned in a city that allows for site seeing, shopping and other enjoyable activities, which are great 
fun. However, one also needs to encourage your spouse to attend conventions, lectures, ask questions, and learn. It's not all about 
the shopping. 

(Editor’s follow-up. Bob Brown was a prolific collector of wooden nickels. It has been said that he had over 500,000 when he 
passed away about 2 years ago. He was not married and his nearest relatives were a niece and nephew. He did not leave any 
instructions about what to do with his wooden money collection in his will, nor did he share this information with anyone. Through 
persistence, Bob Gabriel and I found out that the niece lived in Tennessee and we made contact with her and found out that the 
collection was in a storage locker, along with Bob’s other possessions that they have not yet decided what to do with. The hobby 
is lucky. Many collectors pass away and the family has no idea of what to do with the collection, that it has value and who to 
contact. Fortunately, in this instance, the collection did not go to the dump and I have purchased it, although I do not yet 
physically have it in my possession. It will take some time to sort, but I plan on listing it in several mail bids so that all IOWMC 
members have a chance to add to their collections. That’s what it’s all about. Collections should live on long after we pass and, 
hopefully, in the care of a collector who has as much interest in it as the person it came from. If you have not already, share the 
information from this article with your spouse or the person you have picked as the executor of your estate. Do not let it go to the 
landfill!)

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NORTH BEND'S MYRTLEWOOD DEPRESSION ISSUE 
First published in Bunyan’s Chips, February 1975 by Pat Cheat 

As the depression gripped the country in 1933, currency became scarce. Many communities were forced to use script, 
but only North Bend (Oregon) made tokens of the beautiful, richly grained myrtlewood which grows only in southern 
Oregon and northern California. 

The city government of North Bend found itself in a financial crisis early in 1933. Just a few days after the old First 
National Bank of North Bend advertised its resources and liabilities at a balanced $447,845.26, the bank officials declared 
a 30-day closing because they found themselves "long on assets that can not be realized on and short on ready cash". 
Their intentions were to reopen with all accounts at the same figure as at closing. On February 11, the bank ceased 
operation, and the City of North Bend had no access to their impounded funds. City officials were-unable to pay 
employees and bills. 

At a City Council meeting in March, Ordinance No. 653 to authorize the issuance of script was given its mandatory three 
readings and passed. Mayor Edgar McDaniel ordered the printing of $1,000 north of myrtlewood discs in $.50; $1.00, 
$2.50, $5.00 and $10.00 denominations. The tokens were to be redeemable by the city from June 15 to July 15, 1933. 

Original plans called for the largest coin to be two inches in diameter and 3/16" thick. These are the dimensions of the 
gold slugs or necessity money issued in California during the gold rush period The four other sizes were to be scaled 
down. 

The first design for the coins was rejected as unsuitable. The only known samples of the experimental printing are on 
display in the case. George Vaughan, a local artist, recalls being consulted about a more appropriate design, but believes 
the final work was done by a commercial firm. Mayor McDaniel, also editor of the Coos Bay Harbor (now the North Bend 
News), was responsible for obtaining the stamping dyes which incorporated his signature and that of City Treasurer, Irwin 
N. Hartley. 

Harold McDaniel, son of the editor-mayor, did the actual printing on a small Chandler-Price Press. He speculates that 
the North Bend Myrtlewood Products Co. (now Bayview Myrtlewood Shop), adjusted the thickness to one-fourth inch 
when they cut the discs because the thinly sliced circles would easily split under the pressure of the printing plate. 
McDaniel found it necessary to impress each token individually with the pressure needed varying according to the soft- 
ness or hardness of the grain. The metal dyes cut into the woods to differing depths. The pressman remembers the task 
as "a slow and tedious process". To preserve the printing, each circle was shellacked. 

An article in the March 10 Coos Bay Harbor carried the news that the money would be issued and guaranteed under a 
surety bond held by Treasurer Hartley. A week later the newspaper announced: “The money will go into circulation at 
once in payment of salaries of employees if the city. They in turn will pass it out to merchants for merchandise or 
purchases of whatsoever nature, and the merchant will pass it out to his employees and others— Those who receive the 
money through their regular channels of business should make an effort to keep the money in circulation, instead of 
storing some away. In this manner, the fullest possible benefit may be obtained.” 

A brisk demand for the mintage by souvenir hunters and coin collectors developed. Mrs. Etta Black, Assistant 
Postmaster, was the first to receive any coins and W.H. Wann, a Public Accountant, was the first to purchase a five piece 
set. North Bend business promoted newspaper advertisements encouraging use of the money. Responding to the 
suggestion of Mr. Warm, the City Council at its April 11 meeting voted to authorize a second $1,000 issue that would be 
“backed in cash not available for budget purposes.” Redemption date was set for Dec. 1, 1933. Face values were altered 
so that the $2.50 was dropped and a $.25 added. 

Interest in the novel money ran high. The Chase National Bank of New York put a full first issue on permanent display in 
their collection building. Even when the banking crisis and depression were over, citizens preferred to keep the unique 
coins. Original plans had called for the discs to be destroyed when no longer needed. Until recent years, the myrtlewood 
discs would occasionally be cashed in by the city and then placed on sale at face value. It is now impossible to secure a 
coin in this manner as people no longer turn them in. A nearly complete set is on display in the City Hall. Missing is the 
first issue $10.00 piece. That same coin keeps this case from completeness. Roger Duncan, a former mayor, also lacks 
the $10.00 piece. Harold McDaniel's six-piece set probably holds a first issue $10.00. Two full ten-coin sets, originally 
owned by Leo Robertson, were left in his estate. These may be the only complete collections. Miscellaneous 
denominations are on public view at the Coos-Curry Historical Museum in North Bend's Simpson Park. 


BRANCHVILLE, NEW JERSEY - SESQUICENTENNIAL - 1821-1971 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, June 1976 by Wayne Dennis 

Samuel Bishop, a school master, is credited with giving the name of Branchville to the settlement which was part of 
Frankford Township. There is no information how Mr. Bishop exerted sufficient influence to have the name of Branchville 
officially selected. The town of Branchville's total area is half square mile approximately 320 acres. The 1970 Census 
shows a total of 963 people which makes up the population of Branchville.

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It is one of the most important trade centers in Sussex County and the Sussex Railroad extended its tracks to Branchville, 
1869. 

In 1898, Branchville broke away from Frankford Township and was incorporated as a separate borough. The first meet- 
ing of the town's newly formed Council was April 3, 1898. Dr. J.C. Price was the first Mayor. Joseph Thompson was 
appointed Marshall and Floyd Decker was appointed overseer of the poor. 

The first action taken by the Council was to officially designate streets and give them a name. The next official meeting 
was to establish a jail. The jail was not an advanced penal institution, but looked more like a monkey cage with open bars 
all around. In winter, the snow blew in, as did the rain, so this borough jail was literally termed "The Cooler". 

The first commercial industry in the community of Branchville was the milling of grains, from the surrounding farm lands 
where abundant water power was available for turning the grind stones. Virgil Crisman and his family received a lot of 
credit for the influence on industrial growth of Branchville and Noah Hopkins is a name well remembered for his 
developing of different industries and buildings in Branchville. 

The general appearance of the village center has changed very little since those days of long ago when the first City 
Council struggled with their first problems. Many of the businesses have changed hands several times and the old dirt and 
dusty roads have been paved. The Sesquicentennial, which the borough of Branchville celebrated in 1971 is for the 150 th 
anniversary of naming the borough and not for its founding. 

The Sesquicentennial Committee issued a round 5p green, Buffalo wooden nickel to commemorate this event. (The 
Wooden Nickel says made in United States, but United is spelled "Untied".) The above information was taken from the 
Branchville 150 th Anniversary Brochure sent to the writer by the Branchville Sesquicentennial Committee Chairman, Ann 
C. Turner. 


COCONUT GROVE, FLORIDA 1873-1973 
First published in Bunyan’s Chips, May 1974 by N.R. Mack 

Coconut Grove was settled in 1865 with the first post office opening on January 6, 1873. Dr. Horace P. Porter was 
postmaster, serving until 1874 when the post office was closed due to his leaving the area. 

Charles and Isabella Peacock opened the Bayview House in 1883 giving the South Florida Mainland its first hotel. The 
Hotel was later known as the Peacock Inn and many educated and influential tourists from the north flocked to the inn to 
spend the winter season. Many of these visitors soon made their permanent homes in Coconut Grove, and along with the 
Peacocks and the few earlier pioneers, who years before had come from the Bahamas, were able to give the bay its first 
real community. 

The post office was reopened in 1884 and operated until 1925 when the city of Miami annexed Coconut Grove. The 
spelling of "Cocoanut Grove" was changed to Coconut Grove in 1919 when the city was incorporated. 

In 1891 the population was over one hundred. This was four years before the railroad came to the bay and Miami was 
born. At this time besides the Peacock Inn and several stores there was also a school, church, yacht club and women's 
club. The Peacock Inn was the gathering place for the entire bay area and the first stop for visiting dignitaries. 

The first Black community on the bay also began here and was made up almost exclusively of Bahamians who came 
to work at the inn. They brought their native fruit trees with them and thus introduced to South Florida the likes of the 
Mango, Avocado, Sapodilla and Kumquat. The first black school, church and library in the Miami area began in Coconut 
Grove. 

Coconut Grove was not only the first community on Biscayne Bay, but the most significant. It pre-dated Miami by many 
years and in its one hundred year history there was only a six year period (1919-1925) when it was actually an 
incorporated town. It was annexed by Miami in 1925 with several other areas but only Coconut Grove survived with its 
identity intact and remains today as a "Village within a City". 

Coconut Grove represents Miami's earliest history and the place where civilizing of the South Florida Wilderness 
began. 

The one hundredth anniversary of the founding of the post office was used for the centennial. The event was 
celebrated with a parade, picnic, bicycle races, bus and boat tours. 

There were 2500 wooden nickels made for the centennial. These were given out by the merchants as change and ac- 
cepted as cash. Wording: Obv.: “COCONUT GROVE CENTENNIAL 1873 1973” Rev.: Indian or Buffalo Color: Black. Also 
there were 50 sterling silver medals struck and two in gold. 
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A CENTENNIAL OF HISTORICAL HERITAGE- ANTIOCH, CALIFORNIA 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, May 1975 by Joy A. Parrish 

“Our heritage is not only of the past, but in our present, and in our future” is the fable of the City of Antioch, California. 
The 1972 Centennial Celebration held from May 20 th through the 27 th used that slogan as the basis for the Centennial 
celebration schedule of events. The hundred year span of Antioch goes back to its beginnings as Smith’s Landing, near 
the area that was often referred to as the New York of the Pacific. Captain George W. Kimball, a native of Frankfort, 
Maine is credited with the being the major contributor to the founding of the City of Antioch, and was instrumental in 
recording much of the early history in that area. The California State Legislature enacted the incorporation law in 1856, 
and 102 residents voted to incorporate the Town of Antioch, and Thomas Newton Wills, one of the area’s residents owned 
a big 280 acre farm, and contributed much to the early history of Antioch. He served on the first Board of City Trustees, 
and later became a very capable Mayor. Antioch’s first Mayor was a handsome native of the eastern state of Vermont, 
born on August 28, 1828 by the name of Roswell Butler Hard. He married Miss Leonora Humphrey and they traveled to 
the Golden State of California and settled in Antioch in 1852. He owned much property including a solid red brick building, 
referred to as the Hard Building and it is still one of the areas most historic landmarks. It is located at 815 First Street, and 
the sands of time haven’t taken away the lure of the old residence. The meeting of the City Trustees was held on March 2, 
1972 in the main room of the Hard Building, with the first order of business being the selection of a Mayor. 

The first official city clerk was Mark Sylvester Levy who was noted for his fine penmanship, and from the time of this 
election he kept accurate records of the city fathers and their activities. These well preserved documents are still in the 
vaults at the Antioch City Hall. Prior to Mr. Levy’s appointment to the clerk position very few records were kept, but from 
the time he was given the job the early history became an easily read ledger. History shows that the busy progressive little 
city had several blocks of wooden sidewalks, and the very first city ordnance passed by the Board of Trustees provided 
that no person was to lead or drive a mule, horse, jack, jennie, ox, cow, calf or any other animal upon the sidewalks in 
town. 

At the city board’s third meeting by-laws of the city were written up and adopted at the fifth meeting, Mr. Levy wrote that 
as treasurer he was bonded in the amount of $1 1 ,000.00. Mr. James Cushing was the first Antioch policeman. The 
residents were assessed a $1 .00 poll tax to help pay the salaries of the city officials, and to meet the expenses of 
operating the town. The poll tax also used to determine who were eligible to vote, and the officials were in office for only 
one year, but were eligible to run for their respective offices for more than one term. Early in 1865 Mr. Hard was initiated 
into the Masonic Lodge #173, and was elected to the position of Worshipful Master in a few short years. His busy, colorful 
life ended in Alaska when he was on a trip up there in the cold winter of 1885. 

Antioch is located in the delta lands adjacent to the San Joaquin-Sacramento County line inside Contra Costa County, 
37 miles from San Francisco and Oakland, 55 miles from the state capital of Sacramento being within easy driving 
distance of the famous high Sierra Mountain ranges and the redwood forests. Antioch is noted for its outdoor country 
livings and is often referred to as the Everglade of the West, being located so close to so much water. About forty 
churches and several schools mark Antioch as a very modern western city. It is also a gateway to a vast complex of water 
wonderlands with great supplies of wildlife and fish. 

Antioch got its biblical name from a Rev. Smith who thought the city was lot like the Town of Antioch far away in ancient 
Syria. The townspeople agreed. It is interesting to not that the first school teacher, a Miss Martha Douglas had to give up 
her position and the duties were then given to Miss Adelia Burett Kimball, who was only twelve years old at the time. She 
taught school and studied all at the same time for many years. 

Many of the very early California towns soon disappeared, but in 1878 the Central Pacific Railroad ran their lines near 
Antioch. Antioch created a freight depot and passenger station giving new life to the waning little city. It then became 
known as “Little New York of the Golden West”. Never more true was the old saying “Go West Young Man” than at this 
time, because not only young men, but young women and many older people and their families began to drift into the area 
and adopted it for their permanent homes. 

A hundred years of exciting and colorful history was honored by a week of centennial celebration in May of 1972. This 
great milestone was marked by the issuing of wooden nickels. According to the records at the Chamber of Commerce 
office, there were 4,000 coins printed and they were free souvenirs and are no longer available from the C of C office nor 
City Hall. The wooden nickels are round and carry a cheerful smiling face of a pioneer with the information about the 
centennial on the obverse. The reverse shows no design except for the words “Antioch Centennial” in block type letters 
and the date “May 20-27, 1872 1972”. It has been reported that the nickels were printed in black, green, lilac and blue, 
with the blue issue being the most rare issue. In February of 1973 the blue was selling for $3.00. Then the price escalated 
to $10.00 each. Maurice Ortiz Jr., a collector in Pittsburg, California near Antioch, located two blue issues but felt $10.00 
was rather a high price, but the blue issues are extremely hard to find. These commemorative wooden nickels are a 
reminder of the great historical background of the amazing city of Antioch in the golden state of California, and these 
official pieces add much interest to a collection of California exonumia materials and are a major item in the California 
wooden money collections. 
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UNION CITY, TENNESSEE 1854-1954 
First published in Bunyan’s Chips, June 1975 by N.R. Mack 

Union City, the county seat of Obion County, is located in the northwest corner of Tennessee. This area was the favorite 
hunting ground for Davy Crockett. He served as congressman of this district for two terms. 

In 1829 General George W. Giggs of Nashville received 5,000 acres of land in payment of fees as an attorney. He set 
aside part of this and for a future city. General Giggs dream came true in 1834 when he started the staking of lots for the 
city, and at first the general wanted the city named Junction City, but due to another city having this name he changed it to 
Union City. 

Union City was very important to the Confederacy because of the excellent railroad facilities, was captured by the Illinois 
cavalry and twice recaptured by General Forrest. Federal troops held the city at the close of the war. In 1869 the first 
monument in the memory of an unknown Confederate soldier was erected in a city park. The most outstanding 
contribution of local color is the formation of nearby Reelfoot Lake, caused by an earthquake in 1812. Historians recorded 
that the earthquake lasted for several days and that the Mississippi River ran backward for over 24 hours to fill in the 
cavity that had formed. 

Union City now has a population over 1 1 ,000. The economy has stabilized by the diversification of industrial and 
agricultural interests. The city held its centennial celebration, “The Diadem Of Dixie” June 20 to June 30, 1954. Three 
different flat wooden money issues were issued during the celebration. 

1 . 5b blue - Centennial Emblem 

2. 5b green - Honoring Agriculture and Industry 

3. 5b red - Original Unknown Confederate Soldier’s Memorial 


FRONT ROYAL, VIRGINIA - August 7, 8, 9, 1936 
(Excerpts from the Official Program - 1936) 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, March 1975 by Rusty Bailey 

Warren County, in the Vale of Shenandoah, is small in area, but magnificent in historical lore. John Lederer, a 
Franciscan monk, who was commissioned by Charles II to explore that part of Virginia then called "the far west" passed 
through Manassas Gap into the Shenandoah Valley near Front Royal in 1670, forty years before Spotswood and his 
romantic Knights of the Golden Horseshoe watered their horses in the "Euphrates River" of this Garden of Eden. Sixty- 
three years later came the first settler in the area now constituting Warren, Robert McKay, a Quaker, who came into the 
Valley with Joist Hite's renowned party in 1733. 

In 1836 Warren County was created with 226 square miles taken from Shenandoah and Frederick counties, and named 
for General Joseph Warren, a talented physician of Massachusetts, who was energetic in the cause of the colonies, and 
by whose orders Paul Revere set out on his celebrated midnight ride. 

Kercheval and Howe speak of two caves near Front Royal, one of which was visited and explored by the celebrated 
John Randolph. In Allen' Cave, "a weird realm of wonder" many an old-fashioned square dance took place in anti-bellum 
days. 

Many respectable families had settled around it; a new name- FRONT ROYAL was adopted 9 and the town was 
formally incorporated in 1788. In the martial sixties, 572 of Warren's sons went out to battle under the Stars and Bars. 
Company E of the 7 th Virginia Regiment became the nucleus of the reputed Laurel Brigade. During the war, Warren was 
crossed and re-crossed by the contending armies, and over its verdant fields much of "Stonewall Jackson's Way" was 
measured to fame. Belle Boyd, the famous Confederate spy, sometimes used Front Royal as the base of her operations, 
and the battle of Front Royal in May, 18629 is chiefly remembered for one of her daring escapades. She hid under the 
stairs of the cottage used as headquarters by the Federal Colonel J. R. Kenly, and overheard valuable information which 
she carried to Jackson, who utilized it to win a complete victory.

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EDITOR’S REPORT 


The Central States show is over with as I write this. Bob Gabriel, Al Schubert and I held down the IOWMC table on 
Wednesday but hardly anyone stopped by on “early bird” day. Thursday and Friday were open to the public and things 
were much different. We signed up 5 new members and had a great time talking woods. I had a prior commitment on 
Saturday but, through Friday, we had given away thousands of woods to a lot of smiling recipients. 

An update on the Bob Brown collection. This thing is driving me nuts. I’ve put in 10 to 16 hours day, every day, for the 
past month and I still have at least one-third of the collection to sort. Yes. There will be hundreds of woods from each 
state and I’ve already sorted out over 40,000 from Pennsylvania alone. I have to hand it to Bob, he bought up several 
collections over the years and he also bought woods from other mail bids and auction sites. His collection was arranged in 
binders but all woods, whether they were officials or commons, were in the display pages alphabetically by city. I think that 
whenever he added a new wood he had to move everything. To make my job easier, and as a tip to those of you who are 
waiting on the mail bid, I am including all official rounds semi-official rounds, semi-official flats, round commons and flat 
commons in the sort for each state. So, when the lots are listed, it will be everything from that state except official flats. (If 
you’re interested in them, they will be for sale during future mail bids or you can contact me, let me know what you need 
and we’ll come to a mutual ground on cost.) I’ll warn you now that there are a lot of woods that I’ve never seen before 
and, even if you have a pretty extensive collection from your state, you can plan on adding many more. As an example, I 
collect all woods from Wisconsin. I already had over 2,600 different woods from Wisconsin. I sorted out over 2,000 woods 
from Wisconsin from Bob’s collection and added over 400 new ones to my collection. Also, everyone knew that Bob 
collected Sambos, a part of his collection I haven’t sorted yet, but there are signs, coffee cups, all sorts of promotional 
items, invitations to grand openings of stores and lots and lots of woods. In addition, everyone knew that Bob collected 
Canadian woods. Some collectors thought that he maybe had 1,500 or 2,000. I’m looking at the pile of boxes and I’m 
thinking more like 20,000. So, plan ahead. If you are interested in a particular state let me know, as many of you already 
have. If you don’t hear from me for a while you’ll know what I’m up to. 

This month’s mail bid has some of Bob Brown’s sub-collections that I found in some binders. It’s similar to, but in some 
respects different from the mail bid we had in March. I hope you find something you need. Remember, IOWMC gets 10% 
of the proceeds from mail bids.

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MINUTES OF THE ANNUAL MEETING 
Schaumburg, Illinois 
29 April 2016

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ALASKA WOODS SOLD

A seller in Missouri (eBay seller; davlyn77) sold these woods on eBay ending 3/9/2016 for the price of $30.00. They 
carried the starting price of $3.95 with 4 bidders placing 6 bids. When the hammer came down and the dust settled, it cost 
the lucky winner $32.54. The auction had the following description: “Wooden Nickles from Alaska”, and an extended 
description that read “#1 Cripple Creek Resort/Malemute Saloon, located in Ester, Ak, just down the road a few miles from 
Fairbanks. #2 Club Alaskan, located in Fairbanks, I participated in a Fire Department controlled burn in about 1980?? to 
remove the old Saloon, a new one was then built and, I believe, is still operating. #3 Hooker’s Cafe located along the 
Parks Highway, at the confluence of the Tanana and Nenana rivers. A little soiled from handling but very readable and not 
chipped or cracked. #4 Dairy Queen, this Dairy Queen was destroyed by a major propane explosion (some locals had 
many questions about this) in 1975. It was never rebuilt. Token is lightly soiled but undamaged.” 


AMERICAN CHEMICAL SOCIETY - Northumberland, Pa. 

1774 - Bi-Centennial Commemoration - 1974 
Joseph Priestly - Discovery of Oxygen 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, January 1975 by Walter Holda 

Joseph Priestly was born in England in 1733. His early fondness for reading was followed by his choice of a career in 
the ministry. His education was extensive for the day, and laid the foundation for the great variety of interests which 
characterized his later life. 

Priestley, the minister of religion, conducted his scientific experiments only in his spare time until 1773, when the 
support of Lord Shelburne enabled him to devote his full energies to his own selection of projects. Priestley made most of 
his lasting discoveries during the next seven years. His experiments with carbon dioxide, particularly in establishing a 
simple method for its extraction, were the foundation of the soda-water industry. In the course of his experimentation with 
air, he isolated oxygen, the discovery of which is the basis of his lasting fame. He did not realize the importance of this 
discovery, however, and so he calls oxygen "dephlogisticated air" in accordance with the theory of combustibility which he 
held to the end of his life. 

While carrying on his experiments, Priestley became well acquainted with Ben Franklin, then living in London. Priestley 
supported the rights of colonists in America and, indeed, did not view their separation from England with any alarm. His 
later support of the French Revolution aroused much opposition however, and in 1791 his home in Birmingham was 
attacked and destroyed by an angry mob. In the next few years, having left the service of Lord Shelburne, Priestley had 
difficulty finding a parish which would accept his .services. He could evoke little sympathy from anyone outside his 
immediate friends, In 1794, with France and England at war, Priestley and his family decided to emigrate to America, 
where they hoped public opinion would be more tolerant of dissenting political and religious views. In August, the 
Priestley's landed in New York. Prominent citizens turned out to give them a most hospitable reception and they were very 
impressed. From there they traveled to Philadelphia, the cultural center of the country, but found the climate unpleasant 
and the cost of living too high for Priestley's income. Nor could he find support for the Unitarian parish he hoped to 
establish, thus they decided to travel to Northumberland under the direction of Dr. Thomas Cooper. 

Joseph Priestley lived the remainder of his life in Northumberland, making occasional trips to Philadelphia to preach or 
to address the American Philosophical Society. In 1874, chemists journeyed to the Priestley house to commemorate the 
centennial of the discovery of Oxygen. This meeting led to the founding of the American Chemical Society in 1876. 

(Editor’s note: Northumberland issued a number of wooden bars in 1974. One of these, with notches at one end reads 
“HOME OF DR. PRIESTLY, DISCOVERER OF OXYGEN, 1774, NORTHUMBERLAND, PA.”) 




LIVERPOOL, PENNSYLVANIA 1808 - 1976 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, July 1976 by Walter Holda 
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The northern-most town on the Susquehanna River in Perry County. With the coming of the Pennsylvania Canal, 
Liverpool became the principal business town of the county. Almost its entire population became boatsmen, to this day no 
other town in the state has exceeded the public traffic from farm and mine to sea and mart. - - The Public square of 
Liverpool is sodded and occupied by rows of beautiful shade trees, planted there in 1876 the centenary of American Inde- 
pendence, commemorative of that event. In 1880 Liverpool had 900 people and was the second largest town in this small 
county. Unlike most towns that modernize to fit the times, with many changes, Liverpool has not been hurt. She still has 
her old buildings and her square is not paved. The town has tremendous potential within the stories of her halicon days. 
The canals could be replaced beyond "the highway, her old gun-smith shops as operated by the Shuler Boys could be 
reopened, her five inns and hotels would draw tourists and gourmet alike. Liverpool is indeed, a town with much historical 
value and many landmarks unchanged. 

A souvenir wooden nickel commemorating CANAL DAYS and picturing the canal as it was 168 years ago has been 
issued; 1500 produced in red, and the reverse side depicting Independence Hall can be obtained for 150 each or 2/250 + 
SASE. 


PORTSMOUTH, OHIO 

First published in Timber Lines, May 1986 

By 1938, the residents of Portsmouth were beginning to feel that the end of the depression was near. There had been 
a mild “recession” in 1937, but it was nothing serious. They had managed to come through the flood disaster of the 
previous year in grand style and were ready for a celebration. 

Elaborate plans were made for the city’s participation in a five-day celebration of the Sesquicentennial of the opening 
of the Northwest Territory, beginning October 2 and ending October 6, 1938. 

One of the main souvenirs for the Sesquicentennial was “wooden nickels” printed on thin strips of plywood which were 
negotiable in downtown stores for a short period. 

Designed by B. Leroy Compton, William Faivre and Paul Jordan, there were five series, each with a different colored 
fact of green, scarlet, blue, maroon and violet. 

A complete set consisted of one of each of the five series printed with the grain extending horizontally, and one of each 
of the five series printed with the wood’s grain extending vertically. One in every seven of the “nickels” printed contained 
the vertical grain, while the other six had a horizontal grain. 

This set of five woods was just a small part of the many woods issued by Ohio communities in 1938. 

The woods were lettered A through E on the reverse. 

• “A” features Henry Massie. He came to Portsmouth from Chillicothe, Ohio and laid out the city by lots which were 
sold to anyone wishing to settle here. The year was 1803. 

• “B” features the home of Julia Marlowe, Front Street, Portsmouth. Her stage name was Sarah Francis Frost. She 
played first in New York City, most notably in a series of Shakespeare’s plays (1866-1950). 

• “C” features the riverboat “Bonanza” which operated on the Ohio River from early 1880 to about 1910, with 
regular stops at the Court Street Landing in Portsmouth. 

• “D” features Serpent Mound, located outside Hillsboro, Ohio about 50 miles northwest of Portsmouth. This is a 
prehistoric Indian burial mound. 

• “E” features the first steel mill in the Northwest Territory.

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CANADIAN WOOD CHIPS: STRATFORD'S OUTSTANDING RARITIES

On May 12, 1937, the Coronation of King George VI and Queen Elizabeth took place. In keeping with this great event, 
many gala celebrations were held throughout the British Empire of 40 years ago. 

The citizens of the city of Stratford, Ontario celebrated the great occasion by holding several events. The festivities 
began on the evening of Tuesday, May 11th, as a Civic Service of Intercession was held at 8 p.m. in Knox Church. All 
were welcome to attend. 

On Coronation Day, May 12th, activities began at 10:30 a.m. when a Civic Coronation Service was held in the local 
arena. This was followed by the planting of memorial trees in the Shakespeare Gardens, located on the Avon River 
directly opposite the arena. 

In the afternoon, beginning at 1 :30 p.m., an Empire Street Parade was held. It featured floats, bands and displays, with 
several lodges and societies taking part in the march past. Prizes were awarded to many of the entrants. 

The highlight of the great day was a Coronation Pageant, sponsored by the Stratford Lions Club. It was held at 8 p. m. 
in the arena and featured a cast of 400. Many scenic effects were created by the large cast in their beautiful costumes. 
The great spectacle was supported by a choir of 100 voices singing coronation music. 

All attending the ceremony were thrilled at the opportunity of hearing aid seeing the story of the empire - the 
Coronation Ceremony - depicted in the pageant. Many out-of-town celebrities attended, as well as some guests from 
London, England. 

Another important feature of this coronation pageant was a set of three pieces of wooden money, which the Lions Club 
issued to help promote the project. These interesting pieces, considered outstanding rarities in the field of wooden money 
today, featured portraits of King George VI and Queen Elizabeth on the obverse. The 5% by 2% in. pieces were issued in 
denominations of one nickel (black), one dime (green), and one quarter (red). Under the portraits appear the words Long 
May They Reign. 

One fact that may account for the scarcity of these coronation pieces is that they were made of three-ply wood, less 
than one mm thick. They are very fragile & must be handled with extreme care to prevent splitting. 

The text appearing on the reverse is as follows: "Lions Club Coronation Pageant, May 12, 13, 1937. This wooden 
certificate is issued by the Lions Club of Stratford, Ontario for their Coronation Pageant at the Stratford Arena at 2:30 and 
8 p.m. May 12 and 8 p.m. May 13. This token is issued as a souvenir of the occasion; however the holder has the option 
of having it redeemed for face value in coin of the Dominion of Canada at the Royal Bank in Stratford, up to 3 p.m. and 
including May 1 1 , 1937. Stratford Lions Club (Sgd). H. E. Mason, President." 

It is reported that very few, if any, were ever redeemed at the bank as most were kept for souvenirs of the gala 
coronation pageant. 

No records are available as to how many of these pieces were issued, but, seeing how scarce they are today, it is 
estimated that less than 100 sets may have been issued. 


WESTON, NEBRASKA - CENTENNIAL 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, July 1976 by Gelvin F. Leeper 

While most of the cities and towns throughout our great land are caught up in the spirit of bicentennial, Weston, 
Nebraska residents are caught up in a celebration of their own, Weston's 100 th Birthday celebration. Located six miles 
west of Wahoo in the heart of Saunders County, the village of 290 was once known as Troy. When it was platted in 1877 
on land owned by Civil War Officer Capt. Wm. Davis, the Union Pacific Railroad was encouraged to build a line through 
the town. 

The opening day of the big three day celebration featured a UAA boxing match, an ice cream social and free outdoor 
movies.. The movies were an old time Saunders Co. custom of a quarter century ago. Activities on the second day 
included a kiddie parade, drinking contest, horseshoe match, Centennial Ball and the crowning of the Centennial Queen. 
The final day started with an all-faiths open air worship service followed by a beard judging contest, which dancing to 
polka bands filled the streets. On March 10, 1976 Weston received a letter from President Gerald Ford wishing them well 
on their occasion of deep pride. 

Weston still credits the Union Pacific for its birth and growth and has created a tribute to the railroad through a small 
museum dedicated almost entirely to Union Pacific History. The wooden nickel issued by the Centennial committee to 
commemorate the June 11-13 celebration pictured one of the old U.P. engines used in early railroad days. 

Union Pacific helped the community setup a weekend display by loaning many of its historic pictures as well as the 
Golden Spike that linked the Atlantic and Pacific at Promontory Point in Utah. The heritage of Weston people is the finest 
of our American way of life, as they work together sharing the ideas of freedom and opportunity to insure a brighter future 
for every American.

First and foremost, you’ll see that this issue of Bunyan’s Chips has a new look. Judy Blackman, one of our Canadian members, is the 

editor of Timber Talk the newsletter for the Canadian Association of Wooden Money Collectors. She uses a software program called 

Microsoft Publisher and puts out a terrific newsletter. I will continue to pull together articles for Bunyan’s Chips and forward them to 

her as the layout editor. After she puts together the newsletter she would forward it back to me for printing or e-mailing to members. 
Thank you so very much Judy. 

We want to thank member Judy Blackman for her generous donation of wooden nickels to the club. I received 284 woods from Bob 

Gabriel at the Central States convention. These woods will be mixed with the lots from Bob Brown’s collection and sold to members 

with all of the profits going to 10 WMC. 

Some of you were very observant and noticed that the postage on the envelope to send last month’s Bunyan’s Chips was 49(f even 

though the postage rate had decreased to 47$. Do not be alarmed. We are not wasting money. About 6 months ago I made a large 
purchase of stamps that cost 70% of face value. That means that the actual cost of postage for the past 6 months was not 49$, but 
only about 35$ per issue, a savings to the club of 15$ per issue. (127 copies x 15$ per mailing x 11 mailings per year saves the club 
$209.55 each year). I had to use up the last stamps of the previous purchase at 49$ because the new batch of stamps, totaling 47$, had 

not yet arrived. I now have them in stock and will be using them in the future. With the foregoing in mind, if you don’t already know 

it, postage for first class domestic stamps decreased from 49$ to 47$ on April 10 th . Also affected was the rate for postcards, which 
decreased from 35$ to 34$ and international postage which decreased from $1.20 to $1.15. These rates will be in effect for 2 years in 
an agreement between the Postal Service and the US Congress.

Sir Arthur Conan Doyle’s famous detective has been played by at least 75 actors in more than 200 films, as well as TV series, and 

appearing in 4 novels and 56 short stories. True Sherlock fans, visit London (England) for a pilgrimage which should start with a 
visit to Baker Street. Next up The Sherlock Holmes Museum just over on Devonshire Place. Holmes has a section at the nearby 

Madame Tussauds with realistic wax figures. Next go to Speedy’s Cafe used to film the TV show Sherlock. Onto the Langham Ho- 
tel - a freguent stay for Doyle - and where Doyle and Oscar Wilde often shared dinners. Go to Charing Cross and walk to the 
Sherlock Holmes pub where Holmes tracked down Moulton. Wander up The Strand to see the Lyceum Theatre and Royal Opera 
House (Freemasons Hall), both favourite haunts of Holmes. 

Now if you are a diehard Holmes fan, but cannot fly over to the U.K., don’t worry, 

there are plenty of Sherlockians in N orth America 

A combination of ten Sherlockians and numismatists turned out for the Numismatic 
Friends of Sherlock Holmes (NFOSH) Dinner held March 3, 2016 at the Green 
Door Public House in Dallas (Texas, U.S.A.). This event was held in conjunction 

with the American Numismatic Association’s National Money Show. As is tradition- 
al for this group, 100 souvenir wooden nickels were issued to commemorate the 
dinner and given out at the National Money Show. The obverse of this 38mm round 
(printed in red ink) is the logo of The Fourth G arrideb; and the Reverse, is the ANA 
National Money Show / Numismatic / Friends of / Sherlock Holmes / Dinner/ 
March 3, 2016 / Dallas, Texas. 

The weekend of January 16 and 17, 2016, more Holmes fans converged on New 
Y ork City for the BSI Weekend coming from around the world (Japan, France, Can- 
ada, England, Switzerland, Spain and more). This is a souvenir wood handed out by 
G reg Ruby, and is similar to the wood issued the previous year. There were 300 of 
this 38mm round wood (with black ink) made, and the obverse is G reg Ruby / (Mr. Boh caricature, facing left, wearing a deerstalk- 
er cap and with a pipe) / The Sherlockian Coin Collector; and the reverse is BSI Weekend 2016 / (Logo of The Fourth G arrideb) / 
G reg@ FourthG arrideb.com. BSI stands for Baker Street Irregulars. They will be meeting again Jan. 4-8, 2017, once again in New 
York. 


The Fourth G arrideb (TFG ) organization was founded in 2014 after prelim- 
inary organizing discussions in the Spring, and then the inaugural meeting 

was at the American Numismatic Association’s World Fair of Money in 

Chicago on August 14th. IO WMC / CAWMC member Bob Fritsch (in the 

maroon shirt) was one of the members at the organization’s first official 

meeting.

It was Bob who suggested the club be called The Fourth G arrideb, after The A (/ven- 
tures of the Three G arridebs, and recounted how Ed Rochette referred to himself as Na- 
than G arrideb, the only numismatist in the Sherlockian Canon. It was unanimously 
decided to use this as the name. Officially it is The Fourth G arrideb - Numismatics 
of Sherlock Holmes A Scion Society of The Baker Street Irregulars and a member of 

the American Numismatic Association. Bob aka “PORLOCK” issued this Sherlocki- 
an wood in 1995 (although the contact information has changed since) - it was one of 
few Sherlockian woods issued at the time. 
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Monroe, Wisconsin Wood — 1964 

By Unknown Author, Timber Lines, January 1977 (originating from journalist James R. Polk) 

Edward Adam, president of First National Bank of Monroe, Wise, ponders enormity of 
appeal of bank's wooden nickel promotion, in which these were offered to residents in 
order to relieve shortage of conventional copper nickel piece. Bank gave wooden nickels 
illegal status as tender when it offered to redeem them at any time, causing Secret Service to 
impound remaining 450 of 20,000 pieces. Adam said short-lived promotion, carried as 
news by wire services, brought mail bags full of responses from collectors as far away as 
West Berlin, and also succeeded in freeing change stored in piggy banks. 

Monroe, Wisconsin wood printed in 1964 is the most publicized, most inflated illegal 
piece of wood of these days. I recall in 1968, Paul Harvey, a well-known news commenta- 
tor out of Chicago, telling about this piece of wood in his news broadcast. At that time he 
indicated the price of $4.00 was ridiculous. The first article I read about this came from 
CoinW orld back in 1964. Cur thanks to Margo Russell and C oin W orld for permission to 
print sections of the story. 


“The Treasury department reminded that manufacture and distribution of tokens by private individuals for use in lieu of U.S. 
coinage is illegal.” The statutes prohibit in general “the making, issuing, or passing of any object intended to be used as money.” It 
is important to note, that these statutes as applicable to “coins” which are of original design and not in resemblance to coins of the 
United States or other countries, as well as “coins” which have such a resemblance. Spelling out the Treasury department's opinion 
regarding the violation of these statutes, it is necessary to ascertain the intended use of the coin to deter-mine if it is “intended for 
use as cur-rent money.” 

The yardsticks the department uses are these: Does it purport to be redeemable in cash, or only in trade? If redeemable only in 
trade, at how many business establishments is it redeemable? The department does not consider a token redeemable only in trade 
and only at a single business establishment in violation of the law. However, if there is any element of either whole or partial 
redeem ability for case, or of usability in lieu of cash at a number of business establishments, or for widespread purchases of goods 
or services, there may be a violation of the statutes listed above. Such violation attaches to the manufacturer of the coin as well as 
the sponsor. 

Still another section of the United States Code is quoted by the Hint Director, to emphasize the narrow confines of token and 

'trade coin' use. It is section 336 of title 18, which provides: “Whoever makes, issues, circulates, or pays out any note, check, 

memorandum, token, or other obligation for a less sum than $1, intended to circulate as money or to be received or used in of 

lawful money of the United States, shall be fined not more than $500 or imprisoned not more than six months, or both.” 

None of these provisions, Miss Adams stresses, prohibit the manufacture of such things as tokens to be used sole-ly by city transit 
companies for fares, or to gain admission to fairs or amusement parks, or for other such purposes. Neither, she says, is there any 
objections to the manufacture of commemorative medals in metals other than gold, which are not designed to and do not circulate 
as money. This also includes wood. 

The following was taken from the Fort Wayne News Sentinel in 1965. “Monroe, Wisconsin — Take all the WOOd-en nickels you Can 
get. They are worth up to $5, each here.” The market for hardwood cash has been booming ever since the U. S. Treasury Dept. 

decided that wooden nickels issued by a Monroe bank to ease a local coin shortage were illegal. 

Private coin collectors pursue the wooden nickels even more eagerly than do Treasury agents. A bank official says the nickels are 
believed to be the only coins ever issued by a federally chartered bank. The Treasury Department recovered 450 a week after the 
First National Bank of Monroe issued the nickels in May 1964. That left 19,550 missing. 

“We are still redeeming them for a nickel apiece but we have had none brought in” said John W. Maclnnis, assistant bank cashier.” 

A Monroe antique dealer recently sold 180 wooden nickels for $360.00 Maclnnis said, “I know personally of many that have been 
sold for up to 5.00.” 

Dale Alexander, operator of a bar, used the wooden nickels as an opening promotion last year and wound up with a rich cache 

because, he said, “some people wouldn't take them as change at first.” 

As soon as the coins were declared illegal tender, Alexander found the price at 50 cents, $1.00 and still climbing. Now he asks and 
gets $35.00 each for his dwindling supply.

The following is a letter received from Mr. William Bryant 
which explains what happened to the dies for the Monroe 

wooden nickels. This letter was received in 1966. “There is 

a story behind that particular order, but before we get on to 
that let me first say that we do not know procedures 
followed by other manufacturers, but our wooden nickel 
dies are attached to the production order itself, and then filed numerically to 
correspond with our invoice number. Thus, in order to find a wooden nickel die we have to know who 
placed the order, along with the customers purchase order number of the date shipped, or the date on 
which the order was entered so that we can't go to our files to locate the dies. At times, we get inguiries as 
to whether or not we produced an order for a certain town or a certain company and we have no way of 
knowing for sure unless we have an actual sample which we recognize as being our product or the 
information indicated above. Accordingly, the normal answer to a person's question would be that the dies 
would be attached to the production order and in our files. 

The specific order for the Monroe, Wis. wood was placed with us by a distributor in Southern Minnesota. 

Then the bank started distribution of wooden nickels to “help alleviate the coin shortage”, they received 

national publicity over full wire coverage. Press clippings were sent to us from several of our customers 
scattered throughout the United States and we also received long distance calls asking for more details on 
the program. Some of our distributors thought that this was such as marvelous idea that they wanted to go 
out and sell to banks in their own territory! 

We then ran off 50 samples this order to send to those who had inquired about the program and these 
samples were still on my desk a day or so later when the Secret Service called on us! We were told that the 

Treasury Department considered the bank's usage of wooden nickels as “interference” with the coinage of 

the United States. 
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The Secret Service first contacted the bank to tell them to cease distributing them, asked where they had 
been purchased and the day previous had traveled approximately 100 miles from Minneapolis to the jobber 
in Southern Minnesota who had placed the or-der, only to find that they were made by us! When the Secret 
Service man first asked me if I was familiar with the order, I said that I was and that I had, in fact, a bag of 
samples right on my desk. At this point he told me that one of his duties was to confiscate not only the samples but also the 
dies that were used to produce the order. Everything was pleasant, of course, but ever since then we have tried to alert our office 
people and our production people to recognize the kind of order that might be frowned on by the Treasury D epartment. We don't 
like to have to function as a policeman, but it's just one of those things. 

It would be necessary to check with the Treasury D epartment in Washington as to the whereabouts of the First National Bank of 
Monroe, Wisconsin's wooden nickel dies!"

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Editor’s Report 

This is a busy time of the year, as I am sure all of you can attest to. However, this time is especially hectic for IOWMC and myself. 

It is that time of the year that we have our annual election. No nominations have been received so this election will be strictly by 
write-in. The ballot is enclosed in the center of this newsletter. This is IMPORTANT because the direction of the club depends on 
it. 


We normally have our annual auction and raffle at this time of the year but I have not received any donations in time so there will 
not be one. However I have since received a donation of 342 woods (18 states) from Judy Blackman which I will use in the future 
sometime. These functions were important in making up the difference between the annual dues ($7.50 per person) and the cost of 
sending out hard copies of Bunyan’s Chips ($14.00 per person — more if outside USA). The more members who switch over to 
electronic colored newsletters, the lower our expenses will be. If you are willing to accept electronic, kindly e-mail me your e-mail 
address. We can offer you the standard version or e-mail you a dial-up version (which is smaller file size, lower resolution), just let us 
know. We try to hold out until the 25th of the month for Officer reports and members’ submissions. This leaves us only a few days 
to get the issue printed and mailed to those who are not receiving an electronic version.

Yes, I am still sorting and counting woods from Bob Brown’s collection. In addition, I recently received Russ 
Daisley’s collection of about 4,000 woods and it is being sorted and added to Bob’s collection. Russ died Nov. 

22, 2011 at the age of 68. As some of you may remember, Russell LeMoyne Daisley (USAF and served 38 years 
in Security Forces — served in 5 countries) was a retired military (2nd Lieutenant in 1973, then reached rank of 
Colonel before retiring) who specialized in military-related woods, but his collection consists mainly of commons 
(business and personal woods). You will note that some of the lots in the current mail bid are the beginning of 
the listing. I have not yet sorted the thousands of common flats, but they will be added to the lots and, as an 
added bonus, you will not be charged for them. Since we do not publish a Bunyan’s Chips in August, you will 
see an extensive mail bid in the September issue. (This is Russ pictured right in the early 1970s.) 


I have received some questions about the mail bid so I will cover this topic again. You can submit a bid to me by snail mail, e-mail 
or telephone by 9:00 p.m. on the last day of the month. You can list the lot number and your bid amount. A few members will call 
me after 8:00 p.m. on the last day to see if they are still the high bidder on a lot and bid accordingly. This is a mail bid and you may 
be competing against other members who are bidding on the same lots. The high bidder wins the lot. If there is a tie in high bid, 
the first bid received will win. When you win you are expected to make payment as soon as possible after you received your woods. 
The total cost to you is your winning bid plus any postage. If you cannot make one lump sum payment, please state so and we will 
accept payment over the next month or two. (This is especially true in the size of the lots from Bob Brown 
collection, as you will see.) Remember the IOWMC makes 10% on the final sale price. I hope this clears up 
any confusion and helps those new members who are bidding for the first time. I can also accept electronic 
payments through PayPal too.

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WILLIAM WISE AND SONS, BUCYRUS, OHIO 

by Darrell Luedtke 

I was doing some research on the above wood for William Wise & Sons in Bucyrus, Ohio because 125 
years in business is a long, long time for a business. Here is what I found out. 

"General" William Wise, one of the early pioneers, came to Bucyrus in the year 1836 from Pennsylvania, 
and a few years later established himself in the furniture and undertaking business with Christopher 
Howenstein then located on East Mansfield St., on the site of the present Fire Department building. In the year 1862 the business 
was moved to South Sandusky Ave, were the present furniture store is operated. 

Practice of the "Golden Rule" in business for so many years won for him the esteem of the entire community, and a clientele that 
extended over a large area of Crawford and adjoining counties. 

As time went on, and his sons grew up, they were associated with him in the business. Preston J. Wise, the eldest son, efficiently 
assisted him until taken by death September 11, 1890; his four remaining sons assumed charge of the business prior to the death of 
Wm. Wise, Sr., which occurred October 16, 1901, and served continuously until the partnership was again broken by the death of 
George L. Wise, which occurred June 7, 1926. 

Those who have been residents of the city for many years can remember the old time frame building that stood on the site of the 
present three story structure on South Sandusky Avenue. In 1884 the old building was torn down, and the present three story 
building was erected. During these years the business increased rapidly, and the steady growth of the city, enabled us to enlarge our 
stock of furniture, and funeral supplies, and in 1920 alterations and improvements were made by adding a second story in the rear; 
installing an elevator, and constructing an attractive display window. This modernization caused this to be one of the finest 
furniture stores in North Central Ohio. 

Much of the history of and development of funeral services in Ohio has been experienced by the Wise Establishment, since it was 
founded by Wm Wise, in 1845. That period of a full century has seen the passing of the time when crude coffins were made to 
measure by a Cabinet Maker; when the ice box, in which the deceased was temporarily placed, (which was the only means of 
preservation until the funeral,) and when funeral service was limited to the distance which a team of horses hitched to an old 
fashioned hearse could travel. 

This home is dedicated to the service of humanity and with its spacious service room, its family room, its slumber room, its modern 
and sanitary preparation room, and its large casket display room, it offers to the public a service that is unexcelled. 

Our motor equipment is the most modern obtainable. Our invalid coach is modern and comfortable, and was made especially for, 
and used exclusively in this service which is maintained through the entire twenty-four hours of the day, with able courteous 
attendants for both Hospital and emergency work. Thus, through the years we have served generation after generation of the same 
families, having laid to rest thousands of persons. 

No stronger testimonial could be given than the fact that we have served continuously in this community from one generation to 
another during which time, courtesy and honesty of transaction has been our aim. 

The above information was excerpted from Rootsweb. A further search on the internet revealed that, even today, Wise Funeral 
Services still exists in Bucyrus, 171 years after its founding. How many businesses can say that! 

Yes. Every wooden nickel has a story to tell and this is the story of this wooden nickel.

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STRASBURG, OHIO AND THE GARVER BROTHERS STORE

I found the above wooden nickel in my collection and wondered if “100 th yr” was the 100 th year for the 
Garver Brothers Company or the village of Strasburg. I did some research on Wikipedia.com and found 
out that Strasburg is a village in Tuscarawas County, Ohio, United States. A large share of the early setders 
being natives of Strasbourg (German: Strasburg) caused the name to be selected. The population was 2,608 
at the 2010 census. 

I also learned that the Garver Brothers Store was a historic commercial structure in the village of Strasburg, Ohio. A simple 
commercial building in the village's downtown, it held a prominent place in the community and surrounding region. 

Franklin Township was organized in 1854, almost fifty years after civilized men first built their cabins within its present 
boundaries. The first village, Milton, was platted in 1816, but its proximity to Wilmot was its ruin, and the township therefore had 
no more settlements until Strasburg was platted in 1828. In its early years, Strasburg was frequented by rowdy characters of poor 
reputation, but by the late nineteenth century, it had settled into a stable and quiet trading center for the surrounding area. In such a 
community, Rudy and G.A. Garver founded a store in 1866, using a log building as their premises. After a newer building was 
constructed in 1875, they moved into it, and an 1884 history noted their presence among seventeen other village businesses. The 
Garvers remained in their sturdier building until 1902, when it was destroyed by fire, but undaunted they laid plans for its replace- 
ment. Rather than simply rebuilding what was destroyed, they arranged for the construction of a far more extensive operation, and 
upon its completion later in the year, the Garver Brothers Store sold everything from dry goods to furniture, groceries to shoes, and 
pianos to carpets. As no other store in the region offered such a wide range of goods, the brothers touted it as the "World’s Largest 
Country Store”, and before long their clientele extended far past Ohio's boundaries. 

The store building was a composite structure: the walls built partially of brick and partially of concrete, while smaller elements 
featured both stone and wood. A simple rectangle in its plan, and built without a specific architectural style, the store was 
three stories tall with a five-bay facade: an arched entrance was placed in the center, framed by two large display windows on either 
side. On the upper stories, each of the five was divided into three smaller bays, and each floor featured similarly sized windows in 
each of the fifteen smaller bays. To the side, narrower windows faced an alley, with a metal fire escape providing access from the 
third floor. 

In 1980, the Garver Brothers Store was listed on the National Register of Historic Places. It qualified for inclusion based on its role 
in local history, as it had long occupied a prominent place in the community's identity, and the Garvers' wide range of products and 
long-distance clientele had made Strasburg a regional commercial center. For the next thirty years, it retained its central place in the 
community, even as it was converted into a flea market; the building's new function continued to bring shoppers from long 
distances, with its antique shops particularly attracting attention. Everything came to a sudden end on the night of 13-14 October 
2010, when fire completely destroyed the building. Nineteen fire departments responded to the blaze, using so much water that 
they were forced to draw directly from the Tuscarawas River, but they quickly saw that all their efforts were necessary simply to 
preserve neighboring buildings. At the same time, other departments were fighting three other fires just a few miles to the north 
in Beach City and Brewster, and within two days the state fire marshal's office had determined that all four were arsons. Fires at the 
other buildings, a church and a pair of vacant businesses, were quickly contained, PI and none of the fires resulted in injuries. 

Although the wooden nickel is undated, I suspect that it was printed in 1975, the 100 th year in their new building because a Brave is 
printed on the reverse. 

Like they say, every wooden nickel has a story behind it and now you know about the Garver Brothers Store. 


It Started With Caesar 

This 1.5 inch diameter Geocaching wood is a Rot 13. Geocachers tend to like puzzles, codes, 
finding hidden things and all kinds of challenges. 

Rotl3 was actually developed by Julius Caesar (or maybe someone he knew) in the 1st century 
BC, and rumor has it he loved geocaching. It is a simple letter substitution that replaces a letter of 
the alphabet with the letter that is 1 3 letters after it. 

Have you ever wondered how the messages are coded on geocache hints? It's Rotl3 of course.

“THE BIG EYE” 


First published in Runyan’s Chips, July 1976 by Larry Keil 


In 1918, the Rockefeller Foundation made a grant of $6 million for the erection of a telescope with a mirror, 200" in diameter. A 
search began for a site, then came experimental pourings at the cost of $1 million. 

March 25, 1934 Corning Glass Co., made its first pour for the 200" lens. Failure occurred as the core broke loose in the mold. - - Sept. 
21, 1934, 160 acres were found and acquired at Palomar Mount and was purchased by government grant. - - Dec. 3, 1934, second 
pouring was a success. In the last part of the cooling process, flood waters from nearby river strike. For 72 hours the lens were left 
without electrically-controlled cooling system as water raced through lower floors of the building. Damage could not be determined 
until grinding of lens were begun. - - March 1936, cooling was completed and lens were encased in Y 2 ” steel plates and loaded on 
specially built railroad car to begin a slow, two-week journey from New York to Pasadena, Calif. For safety, the speed was held at 25 
miles per hour. Polishing and grinding began after the arrival in Calif. World War II halted the grinding for four years, as men were 
called into the war. In 1947, after eleven years, the lens were ground to 20 millionth of an inch of perfection. It was then brought to 
perfection at Palomar Observatory. Five and one-half tons of glass were ground away to produce a lens 24" thick at the rim, 20 V 2 ” in 
the middle, 200" in diameter and weighing over 40 tons. 

Nov. 3, 1947, all highways were cleared of 
traffic and under Police escort the lens was 
mounted on specially built trucks to begin its 
secret journey to Mt. Palomar. The news 
leaked out some-how and the people lined 
the highway as the trucks stopped that night 
in Escondido— just 38 miles from its destina- 
tion. Nov. 4, 1947 starting out in heavy fog 
and drizzle, which then changed to hail, sleet, 
and snow, the trucks began the last eleven 
miles up treacherous grade to the top of Mt. 

Palomar. As the lens moved into the observa- 
tory through the large doors, the snow 
covered the roads below. Safe at last the final 
polishing could be completed. June 3, 1948, 
the observatory was dedicated to George Hale, the man who made a dream become a reality. George Hale, like many of the other men 
involved in the completion of this pro-ject, did not live to see his dream come true. Rut like most men of science, they knew that the 
men that would follow them could, and would, carry on the 20 -year project to completion and that they would learn more of the 
universe as the 200" eye looked further into space to answer the questions that have baffled men of the science for ages, (In May 
1972, South Africa had a new mirror installed in the Boyden Observatory. It provides the most powerful telescope in the Southern 
Hemisphere; and scientists report they plan to use the instrument to flash a laser beam to the moon.) 

The wood piece issued is a flat 3”x5”. The obverse depicts the structure which houses the BIG EYE under five stars; and the left side 
says "Home of the Big Eye" and a serial number on the right side. It says "Oct. 3, 1947 The Big Eye rested in Escondido - 38 miles 
from its goal. Across the bottom it states "Hale Observatory-Mt. Palomar." The reverse says "The Escondido Coin Club on the stair- 
way to the stars salutes a scientific wonder of the world, a dream of men of Science, 20 years in completion 1928-1948. The piece is all 
done in orange and black. This article was prompted by an inquiry received from a CWMA member requesting information about a 
flat piece of wood they had. After some research, I found this flat piece was issued to celebrate "THE BIG EYE". 
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KALI SPELL FIVE DOLLAR WOODEN COIN

Historic Downtown Kalispell (Montana) introduced a Five Dollar Wooden 
Coin that can be used with a minimum purchase from any of downtown 
registered businesses. You can tell if it’s registered by this sign that appears in 
their front window. 


At the time of writing this article, there were at least these 29 businesses 
registered: 406 Bar & Grill; Athlete’s Foot; 

Bestow; Camas Creek Yarn; Coins & Carats; DeSoto Grill; Fawn Boutique; Flair Boutique; Flowers by 
Hansen; Hockaday Museum of Art; Hops Downtown Grill; Insty Prints; Kalispell Brewing Company; 

Montana Spa & Boutique; Noice Studio & Gallery; Norm’s News; Paint, Metal & Mud; Pro Clean Car 
Wash; Rocky Mountain Outfitters; Rose Mountain Floral; Sweet Peaks; The Book Shelf; The Toggery; 

Valvoline Express Care; Western Outdoors; Wheaton’s Cycle; Wheeler Jewelry; and Wild Eye Artistry. 

These coins (first introduced in 2015) are for visitors and residents and you can stop by the Visitor 
Center, 1 5 Depot Park Kalispell and pick up a coin for yourself. 

Obviously in the past there have been other businesses accepting wooden nickels, whether community 
sponsored, or merchant issued, such as this one (Pinegrove Bar) right. 


CECIL COUNTY, MARYLAND— BI -CENTENNIAL WOODEN ISSUE 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, June 1976, by Walter A. Scott 

A set of nine round woods have been issued by the Cecil County Historical Society, and the incorporated towns. Cecil, the 
north-eastern most county of Maryland, is named in Honor of Cecilius Calvert, Second Lord Baltimore. It was under Calvert that the 
Colony of Maryland was setded on March 25, 1614. Cecil County is bounded on the West by the Susquehanna River, on the North 
by the State of Pennsylvania, on the East by the State of Delaware, and on the South by the Sassafras River. The proclamation of 
governor Charles Calvert creating Cecil as a County, was dated 1674. The Northern and Eastern boundaries are the Mason/Dixon 
Line. 

The Historical Society wood consists of the Facsimile of the first seal of the Equity Court of Cecil County. This was used on most 
county documents from the time official records were kept. The reverse has Historical Society of Cecil County Maryland Inc. 1919- 
1975. The obverse of the other eight pieces show the Seal of Cecil County Maryland encircled by "American's 1776-1976 Bi-Cent". 
The reverses are as listed. Elkton, originally called "Head of Elk" was incorporated in 1787 and the County seat of Cecil was moved 
there from Charlestown. Their seal is the town seal showing the head of an Elk.

The records are still 
complete. Their wood shows the Town Hall. 

♦ Perryville - their history goes back to 1627. Rodgers Tavern, about 1790 is where George Washington 
made frequent stops, and is being restored. Their wood shows their town design and 1882 incorporation 
date. 

♦ Rising Sun, first called Summer Hill, was built on around the Presbytery Church by Scottish and Irish about 
1720. Their wood shows a Rising Sun, 1976. 

♦ Cecilton, originally "Cecil Cross Roads" is set in a plantation style area dating back around 1662. Their 
wood shows a cross road with ducks flying to it. Est. 1864. 

♦ The 9 th piece of mod shows outline man of Cecil County which is known as a play-ground with its water 
ways, State Parks and Fish and Game.

FORT PITT MUSEUM 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, August 1976 by Adelene Scott 

Another stop on Pennsylvania's Trail of History is at "Fort Pitt Museum”, situ-ated in Point State Park in downtown Pittsburgh's 
Golden Triangle.” Modern Pittsburgh commands the Forks of the Ohio, where two centuries ago in a contest for empire, Great 
Britain and France battled for control of the American frontier. Through dioramas, exhibits of original objects, models, reconstructed 
rooms, and live interpretive programs, the Fort Pitt Museum tells the story of that contest and the city's earliest years. 

To establish its claim to the country west of the Alleghenies, France began construction in 1753 of a chain of forts from the Great 
Lakes through the valley of the Allegheny River in western Penna. The same year the Gov. of Virginia sent Maj. George Washington 
to Fort Le Boeuf (Waterford, Pa.) to warn the French to leave the country, which was also claimed by Great Britain. In 1754 the 
French captured an outpost at the Forks of the Ohio that had just been erected by a force of Virginians. Then at Fort Necessity they 
seized another band of Virginians, commanded by Washington, that had come as a reinforcement. The French then built a little fort 
of their own at the Forks, Fort Duquesne, which assured them control of the Ohio Valley until 1758. However, that control would 
have been lost in 1755, had Gen. Eden Braddock not been defeated in the still contro-versial Battle of Monongahela, only eight miles 
from the Forks. The overthrow of the French began in 1758 when an army of 6,000 commanded by Gen. John Forbes, marched west 
from Carlisle to Fort Ligonier. The French burned their fort and left two days before the British arrived. Within two months, Fort Pitt 
had began. It was to be the most elaborate British fortress in the American Colonies. France's Fortress Louisburg also fell in 1758, 
followed by British victories at Quebec and Montreal in 1759 and 1760. The war in America was over and Britain reigned supreme - 
only for a short time as Fort Pitt became a place for negotiation and trade with the Indians. 


Settlers in increasing numbers pressed westward and required defense against the Indians whose land they were taking. The cost of the 
war with France, and cost of defending the settlers, drove Britain to policies of taxation that resulted eventually in the American 
Revolution. The last British troops to be assigned to Fort Pitt left it even before the Revolution in 1772. In 1792, Fort Pitt was 
abandoned, the frontier had been won, and the town of Pittsburgh, grown up around the fort, boomed with merchants and traders 
who provisioned flat boats and wagons of settlers going to the west in the Illinois country. With Forbes in the successful campaign 
against Fort Duquesne in 1758 were two battalions of His Majesty's 60 th Regiment of Foot, or the Royal American Regiment, formed 
by Col. Henry Bouquet, Forbes' second in command, after Braddock's defeat, the Royal Americans helped to build and garrison Fort 
Pitt. They were with Bouquet when he lifted Pontiac's siege of the fort in 1763 and when he subdued the Ohio Indians in 1764. A 
modern Royal American Regiment has been created, an all-volunteer group using uniforms, fifes, drums, flags, muskets, and cannon 
in authentic reproductions re-creates the sights and sounds of the British Army of the 
eighteenth century every Sunday afternoon from mid June through Labor Day in Point State 
Park.

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CHARLIE CHAPLIN AND NILES, CALIFORNIA

U I You will find Charlie Chaplin just about everywhere in Niles, California. For 
i one of the tiniest communities east of San Francisco in the suburban town 
I of Fremont, Niles, California probably has more references to Charlie Chap- 
lin than Hollywood itself. You will find images of him almost everywhere — 

I from illustrations hanging on the wall next to the Niles Essanay Silent Film 
m Museum, to a pint-sized Chaplin doll helping sell delicious Root Beer floats 
I at the Remember When deli. In fact, at one point, this town was considered 
| “America’s ‘first’ Hollywood.” 

The town obsession with Chaplin stems from a three-month stay the silent film actor made in Niles in 1914 to shoot a handful of 
films. He shared a small cottage in the town, modest by today’s standards for any movie- star. Celebrities like Chaplin and Bronco Billy 
Anderson helped turn this tiny town into the California establishment for the early days of the motion picture industry. 

The aforementioned Niles Essanay Silent Film Museum, named after the historic movie production company 
that opened shop in Niles in 1912 , is a step back into the varied local cinematic history. The Niles Essanay 
Silent Film Theater pays homage to the town's motion picture past. Old movie posters from decades past adorn 
the walls of the museum. There are screenings of films that were shot in Niles starring leading role A-listers 
who made brief pit-stops in Northern California’s own early Hollywood. 

Niles is located within the city of Fremont, Calif., a suburb east of San Francisco, south of Oakland, and north of San Jose directly off 
of busy Mission Blvd. — a main thoroughfare connecting the spine of the southern East Bay. Today, historic downtown Niles is still 
the charming five-block long bustling commercial district it was back when Chaplin roamed its streets. It is a thriving destination filled 
with antique shops, restaurants and monuments to the rich historic events that placed this town on the map like the Niles Canyon 
Railway, a unique one-of-a-kind historic passenger train that shuttles tourists between Niles and the Sunol through the hills of 
Fremont on century old heritage railroad equipment. The railroads are a sizable part of Niles’s history. Part of the transcontinental 
railroad route snaked through the Niles Canyon and connected the San Francisco Bay Area to the rest of the nation. A monument 
erected in historic downtown Niles tells visitors that the critical railroad link between the then-Gold mining town of Sacramento and 
San Francisco was completed in Niles in 1869. Visitors to Niles can hop aboard a special excursion train of the Niles Canyon Railway 
every Sunday as it makes a weekly scenic trip between to the town of Sunol on old-time passenger cars and steam-powered locomo- 
tives. 

Of course, if you’re a fan of antique collecting, Niles is the right place to be. It boasts dozens of fine antique retailers, and every year, 
on the last Sunday in August, the downtown core is closed to automobiles and is transformed into a grand street festival of antique 
retailers selling unique items — like old glass bottles of Coca-Cola, and model trains from the 1950s — at discounted prices. This 
year’s Antique fair takes place on August 31. So c’mon down. Walk the sidewalks that Chaplin frequented, take a ride on the rails that 
helped connect California to the rest of the world, and see the myriad of old trinkets up for sale at the antique shops. You’ll be glad 
you did.

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FORGOTTEN MEN— WOMEN OF TENINO WOODEN MONEY

BILLIE WILCOX - Centralia - Billie was hired as a publicity person by the Chamber of Com- 
merce in early 1932 to get out the stories of Tenino Wooden Money. One of the first stories 
and pictures appeared in the Tacoma Sun and then spread like M Wildfire” when the news wire 
services picked up on the story. Soon the world knew about Tenino Wooden Money, and it 
seemed that everyone wanted some of the Wooden Money. 

I am told that Billie Wilcox was the one responsible for getting a set of the Tenino Wooden 
Money into the hands of Senator Dill in Washington, D. C. Where it was then en-tered into 
the Congressional Records (Page 7665, Para 14, Col. 1 and ending on page 7666, Para. 4) in 
1932. This made it official Wooden Money. I was also told that he had some of the Wooden 
Money sent to President Hoover and other famous people. 

GEORGE KEITHAHN - Tenino - George was hired by the Chamber of Commerce of 
Tenino as a bookkeeper of Funds entrusted to the Chamber by customers of the Bankrupted 
Tenino Bank. The mailing of the Wooden Money was a part of his job. He was paid $50.00 a 
month. He had a large supply of the Wooden Money in his home as that was where he had his 
office. Working in his home caused some hazards. The main ones came in the form of two 
small daughters. Nadine (now Mrs. A1 Hacker) and Punky (now Mrs. John Johnson). Not only 
did little hands get in the way, but there is a story of when Nadine and Punky arose early one 
morning and decided to start a fire in the fireplace. Looking for kindling they spotted a pile of 
the Wooden Money and decided that it would be good kindling. Before George realized what 
was happening they had burned nearly $350.00 worth of the Wooden Money. (Series un- 
known) Values of woods are unknown and it is also unknown if these were counted in the 
amount issued or were replaced. 
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The foregoing article is a reproduction of page 33 from my 1991 book, "Picture History of 
Washington Wooden Money”, which is now out of print. I am reworking the book, hoping to 
come out with the new issue by 1 994.

It sounds like a fnhy tale or one 
the. exploits of Get -Rich -Quick Walling- 
ford, hut it is a true story*.

Newspaper readers 
the country over learned that following 
the closing of the local bank, resort 
was had to slice-wood with suitable 
printing thereon as & circulating 
medium* Now the Chamber of Com- 
merce* thanks to the wooden money* 
has bought the bank building and the 
fixtures. , 

The proceeding suggests a new form 
of rrcnzled finance* but it appears that 
the wooden monev was not paid direct- 
ly for the property* Instead it had 
been disposed of to souvenir hunters 
and coin collectors ' In exchange for 
money in its more familiar forms. Slice- 
wood currency may thus be said to have 
served a two-fold purpose* It provided 
a medium of exchange lor Tenmo folk f 
in .their dealings among themselves,' 
and it furnished . enough of the coin 
of the realm to enable them to buy a 
banking house,* although it does not 
appear that It. was one suggestive of 
palaces with marble halls* the price 
paid being $3,500* 

In Justice to Tenmo* It. U further to 
be said that its slice-wood money was 
not flat money* It was not a caae of 
collecting ’ bales of wood that might 
otherwise have been used for berry 
boxes and feeding it to printing presses 
without legard to the principles of 
sound finance. Nor did anybody claim 
that a shingle and a printing press 
could produce a good $10 bill* Tenmo 
did not take the course which some 
or the congressmen have recently urged 
upon Uncle Sam. The wooden money 
was secured by assignment of deposits 
in the closed bank, and the issue was 
limited to 25 per cert ot UwaJace value 
of tht security* Yankee Ingenuity and 
common Hetnfc are evidently to be 
found in the North western corner of 
the land ns well as In the Northeastern* 


I have spent more than ten years studying approxi-mately 4,000+ wooden nickels, tokens and 
other wood-en exonumia issued in the state of Washington. Slice wood, veneer and plywood 

have been used for these issues in Washington, at least as far back as 1928 in Hoguiam, and Iceland, where the Jr. Prom in-vitations 
were printed on Slice Wood. Also printed on plywood that same year is a post card shaped like a foot, called ”The board foot”. I 
have about 400 more pages of pictures to do on the book of Washington issues after which I will use the information I’ve been gath- 
ering on Idaho, Mon- tana and Oregon woods for picture guide books on those states, in 1994 or 1995. The following is a copy of an 
interesting article reprinted from the BOSTON TRANSCRIPT in 1933 about the Tenino wooden money. Note spelling of 
"Tenino”.
